ROSH HASHANA 5674 finds the race as reverentially susceptible 

as ever to the wonderful influence of this great 

Rosh Hashana. period. For all the talk of falling-away on the 
part of Jews, for all the tales of disaster that 

have hung on the lips of prophets of gloom through centuries of 
our history, the power of the celebration still lingers with baffling 
persistency. It is easy to speculate on the causes of this remark- 
able phenomenon—the moving liturgy, the impressive synagccue 
melodies, the stern tradition of judgment day that is associated 
with the festival. We are more concerned with its effect upon 
the Jewish morale and the Jewish character. Beyond any doubt Rosh 
Hashana has made for the deepening of Jewish earnestness. The 
solemnity of its message, the intensity of its warning, has driven 
generations of Jews back from the puerilities of daily intercourse to 
the eternal verities of life. It has led them to reflect, to search 
their own hearts, to look beyond the needs and the fascinations of the 
moment. And it has thereby braced the moral fibre and broadened 
the mental outlook of our people. In religious matters we Jews must 
beware of the pessimists. Even in the very year that is just closing 
there come, as we write, the good tidings. of religious revival from 
lands where it was thought that the sun of Judaism was slowly settins 
in the sea of assimilation. Wiser men knew that such an end of ace- 
long Jewish history would be the negation of all divine purpose, and 
their belief will probably oft again be vindicated when those who utter 


the immortal New Year liturgy shall in their turn have passed into 
the night.

THE repudiation by Cardinal BOURNE of what the CHIEF RABBI 
very properly calls the “Satanic falsehood’ of the 
ritual murder charge follows upon a similar pro- 
nouncement by men of equal eminence in all parts of 
Europe. Only a week or two ago, the JEWISH 
CHRONICLE, at the instance of Dr. HERTZ-- wiiose activity in this 
matter we may be permitted to commend—reprinted the protest

which had been signed, some time previously, by leading men in } 


all departments of English thought. Those protests will, we hope, 
in a few days be published in pamphlet form and distributed broadcast. 
But the special value of Cardinal BOURNE’S statement is that it comes 
from a dignitary of commanding position in Roman Catholicism, 
thereby carrying on the high traditions of his church in this matter, 
and offering a weighty counterpoise to the cruel slanders which, to our 
intense regret, certain Russian clerics have not shrunk from supporting. 
To Cardinal BOURNE all our community here or abroad will render 
their sincere thanks for the service he has rendered, not merely to 
themselves but to the even greater cause of civilisation and human 
brotherhood, whose supremacy all reasonable men recognise. Those 
thanks will be none the less keen for the memory of the Cardinal's 
past services to our people. 


We cannot, however, resist a feeling almost akin to despair that nowa- 
days it should be even necessary for the CHIEF RABBI to invoke the 
assistance of a Catholic prelate in crushing a foul medixval myth. 
The Blood Libel is a grave menace to Jewry. But it is an equal 
menace to humanity at large, seeing that it is an open defiance of all 
education and enlightenment, and makes a hideous mockery of our 
alleged progress. It rests, therefore, as much with Christians at large 
to end the vogue of this vile legend—and particularly with English 
and French Christians, the allies of Russia—as with the members of the 
- Jewith race themselves. We note, by the way, that the trial of BEILIS 
is finally fixed for October Sth, and that, according to the Odessa 
correspondent of the Morning Post, there is a considerable volume of 
Russian public opinion which favours a transference of the venue from 
Kieff to some other centre where there would be some chance of 
obtaining an impartial hearing. If the change can be effected without 
undue further postponement, we hope that it will be carried out. In 
such a fever swamp of anti-Semitism as Kieff the simple truth cannot 
be expected to take root. 

RARELY has a more admirable indictment of the methods of the 
Russian Government towards the Jewish subjects 
of the TSAR been drawn than that which 
Rabbi Dr. SALOMON contributed to the Manchester 
Guardian of last Monday, and which will be found 
reprinted élsewhere. Dr. SALOMON states with notable courage, as 
well as with great lucidity and moderation, the real facts of the case

clusively that it is not the peasantry, or the mercantile or the intel- 
lectual classes, who are waging the present bitter war against the 
Jewish population, but that the real enemies are the incompetent 
minority of office-seekers and office-holders, in league with the Court 
—men who dread the loss of their positions in case the brains of the 
Jew should be given a fair chance in the State. 


That this is an absolutely accurate reading of the case is notorious 
entirely beyond doubt to any who follow our Russian news from week 
to week. We see the machinations of this group in the attempt to stir 
up the peasants against the Jews, to make the army a forcing-bed for 
anti-Semitism, and even to engineer pregroms from official head- 
quarters. But, unhappily, it is precisely these facts of which the 
world is ignorant, and to which the general Press, either from sheer 
weariness of the subject or from set policy, refrains from giving the 
Dr. SALOMON’S letter is, therefore, all the more 
valuable as letting in the light in dark places, while the action of the 
Manchester Guardian, in giving it the ample hospitality of its columns, 
sets «a much needed example to the other organs of the British Press. 
It is, indeed, a subject for keen satisfaction to find that this great 
journal at any rate does not fall behind those high traditions which 
were once the glory of English journalism. |

‘IF report be true, the Russian Premier (M. KOKOVTZEFF) is about 
to visit this country. This statesman has been in 
the saddle now for a not inconsiderable period, but 
it is impossible to detect as a result any decided or 
serious change in the trend of Russian policy 
towards the Jews. It is true there have been no 
violent outbreaks against our coreligionists. But the ‘silent pogrom ”’ 
still goes on. The Premier has thrown out hints of a more concilia- 
tory attitude. But they have never taken any large, concrete shape, 
and M. KOKOVTZEFF has failed to prevent the pursuit of the BEILIS 
mockery. It may be that he is helpless against the Court Camarilla. 
But in England he would be told, if he inquired, that statesmen who 
are powerless to rule, and helpless in their own Cabinet, should 


abandon their position. In the expressive American phrase they should 
set on, or get out.”

More recently, M. KOKOVTZEFF has emphatically rejected the over- 
tures of tha rampant Nationalists in the Empire. He has informed 
them that in his policy economic considerations are supreme. It is in 
pursuit of this policy, perhaps, that the fantastic ideas of the late M. 
STOLYPIN, in regard to what is called the Russification of Commerce 
have been checked. And it is in pursuit of the same ideas, we 
presume, that M. KOKOVTZEFF will, if Russian reports are correct, 
address a Commercial Conference at Manchester. If M. KOKOVTZEFF 
really does come to the great Lancashire city with the object of 
promoting his country’s commerce, the opportunity may present itself 
of telling him, in public or private, a few forcible home truths. These 
may be summed up in the single statement that the present method of 
Russian administration, with its passport difficulties thrown in the 
way of foreign visitors, its encouragement of boycotts, affecting business 
houses abroad, and its deliberate pauperisation of some of the best 
business brains and industry in the country—does not conduce to 
confidence or the expansion of Russian commercial relations with other 
The experience of our community when the Russian Foreign 
Minister came here does not encourage the idea of any approaches, 
direct or through the Foreign Office.

The reasons 
are not far to seek. At a time when the Jewish Ministry has been 
exposed to the severest criticism, Mr. JOSEPH by his learning, his zeal, 
his ability, his patent sincerity, and his courtly dignity, has upheld the 
very highest ideals of the profession. That is a service of no small 
moment to the Jewish pulpit, but it is also one of immeasurable value 


to the community at large, whose interests are so largely bound np 
with those of its Ministers. 


Let it also be said that although Mr. JOSEPH is the Minister of the 
Liberal section, his Liberalism has never been of the reckless and 
merely destructive pattern, and that during his years of service Jews 
in the so-called Orthodox and Liberal camps, instead of drifting apart, 
have, if anything, drawn closer together, recognising that the things in 
which they agreed were greater than those in which they differed, and 
that the common interests transcended variations of religious practice. 
That this wise and conciliatory policy has guided Mr. JOSEPH himself 
may be seen from the little, yet significant, fact that he utilised in his 
own synagogue the prayers prepared on special occasions by the late 
CHIEF RABBI. This was a procedure that breathed the spirit of

The Further London—one at Brixton and the other at Plumstead. 
South. Neither of these additional places of worship is large 
or pretentious, but they are both illustrative of an 

increasing tendexcy on the part of the Jews to migrate to the southern 


‘side of the river. The Borough Synagogue no longer enjoys its former 


repute of bsing the solitary Jewish house of worship in the southern 
portion of the metropolis. The South-East London Synagogue in 
New Cross, and, now, the Brixton and Plumstead Synagogues, share 
with it the honours of religious equipment. Indeed, a glance at our 
advertisement columns—very often a reliable test of the drift of Jewish 
life—will show that congregations are already in existence elsewhere 
in South London. And while the Jewish population is extending 
further South, the same process is proceeding to the north of the 


metropolis, and congregations now exist at Muswell Hill and Wood 
Green. | 


The days when we cried aloud for dispersion, and yet more dispersion, 
seem to have gone. The scattering has come by itself, and is going 
forward, as: could naturally have been foreseen, of its own impetus. 
The reassuring feature of it is that wherever the Jews migrate, they 
still carry with them the old love of faith. Wherever a JJinyun sets 
foot, there a synagogue in due time is reared. This hardly bears out 
the familiar lament as to the decrepitude of English Judaism. At the 
same time it obviously lays a heavy financial responsibility upon our 
community, though the history of the new Stamford Hill Synagogue 
shows that this is an obligation that is not likely to be shirked. In 
this connection, by the way, the letter from Mr. R. SONNENTHAL, 
the Chairman of the Building Committee of the United Synagogue, 
which we published last week, will have been received with satisfaction. 
Mr. SONNENTHAL makes it clear that the delay which has taken place 
in the building of the Stamford Hill Synagogue is no fault of the 
United Synagozue officers. We trust that the new building will be 
pushed forward with the utmost possible speed, and are ylad to note 
‘that, according to Mr. SONNENTHAL, the Synagogue, with its spacious 
classrooms and hall, is likely to be a source of great delight not only 
to the Stamford Hill Congregation, but to every Jew in London.

WE referred last week to the energetic style in which the: New York 
Evening Journal handled a “ Steady Reader,” who 
Some Advantages ventured to suggest that it should advocate the 
of Concentration. exclusion of Russian Jews- from the United 
States. But this particular paper is far from 
being the only one on the other side of the Atlantic which is ready to 
do battle for the Jewish cause. A Chicago evening paper, for instance, 
has been dealing no less faithfully with the proprietor of a hotel in 
New York, who refused admission to Jews. The language 
used by this journal is of the vigorous order characteristic of 
the American press, and must have made the offender feel very sore. 
Quite evidently the journalistic lash is wielded with a thorough zest 
which shows tnat the exercise is infinitely to the taste of the penman 
who indulged in it; and Jews can only acknowledge with hearty thanks, 
the energy thus sincerely displayed in their interest, while expressing 
the hope that it may stimulate their own coreligionists to a like zeal. 


‘At the same time, there is a little moral which may fairly be drawn 
from these incidents. We give our American contemporaries 
the utmost credit for absolute sincerity in their efforts. But is it 
ungracious to suggest that it is the very numbers of the American 
Jews and the importance which their concentration gives them 


in particular cities which thus command the respect and the support. 


of the general press? Much has been written and spoken about the 
advisability of dispersing Jews to the four corners of a country or, for 
that matter, of the world. But such a policy only ends in depriving 
them of the consideration which comes only with numbers. Jews are 
likely to get what they need much more expeditiously if they con- 


centrate their efforts, than if they act disjointedly at a thousand 
different points. 
THE 
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TWENTY YEARS: A RETROSPECT.’ 


BY THE REV. MORRIS JOSEPH. 


The “ year of the world ” 5673 is drawing to anend. Our modes of reckoning 
time are only conventional, but convention is a real thing; it touches and 
influences our lives. The last Sabbath of the 
year is inevitably a time for looking back—for 
looking back not only on the year which is 
closing, but dpon the years which have preceded 
it, upon the period which it may be deemed to 
complete and round off. If, in leading your 
thoughts to such a retrospect this morning, | 
strike a personal note, you will forgive me, seeing 
that this is an anniversary of unusual interest 
for myself, and therefore, in some measure, for 
you asa congregation. On this Sabbath twenty 
years. ago I entered on my duties as your Minister. 
And before I add another word, let me publicly 
offer my fervent thanks to Almighty God for 
permitting me to see this day, and for having 
upheld me with His Fatherly hand in the onerons 
tasks and the anxious responsibilities which my 
sacred office has laid upon me. Twenty years ! 
—it isa long period, well-nigh the third of an 
average lifetime. It has brought many changes 
in the composition of our congregation. It has 
taken from us two venerable Ministers, David 
Woolf Marks and Albert Lowy, after more than half-a-century of devoted service, 
but other stalwart champions of our synagogue, too, TIN WIN, “ steadfast men,” 
as our Prayer Book styles them—men, to mention but a few of them, like Jacob 
Quixano Henriques, John Simon, Julian Goldsmid, Frederic David Moocatta, 
Frederick Gutteres Henriques, and Leopold Schloss, whose places 
here are empty, but whose memory will long abide in our hearts to 
uplift and inspire us. It has brought others to our aid—the children, some of 
them, of those who have been taken—who are striving to carry on a work made 
all the more sacred because itis a trust confided to them by the honoured dead. 
Twenty years !—they have brought us increased numerical strength ; may we not 
hope that with it they have given us enhanced spiritual power and a deepened 
religious life? If, turning for the moment from the congregation, I think of the 
significance of this anniversary for myself, what am I to say? What account 
have I to give of

MY MINISTRY 
during the long period which closes to-day? I recall the aims and ideals with 
which. I began my pastorate here; they were set forth, however imperfectly, in 


the inaugural sermon which I preached on this Sabbath twenty years ago. They 


occupy the first pages of my book, “ The Message of Judaism ”; so that those who 
are curious to see how far fulfilment may fall short of good intentions have the 
materials ready to their hand. No one can be more conscious of that disparity 
than I am. I embarked on my great enterprise with high anticipations. I 
dreamed of seeing this synagogue becoming a living witness to the possibility of 
combining religious progress with real spiritual growth, of making Reform 
Judaism synonymous with a self-denying ardonr for the Jewish life. 1 hoped so 
to expound the sublime truths and the gracious ordinances of our religion 
as to win for them a heightened enthusiasm and a stronger, because a more 
convinced, allegiance. I hoped to be your friend, to whom you would give 
your trust and confidence, and whom you would call to you in your hour of 
difficulty or trouble. How far have these anticipations been realised? Some of 
you know in part; but the whole truth is known to God alone. For human 
judgment is fall.ble. Discerning actions, but not their motives, influenced by 
personal feeling, it may err either on the side of leniency or severity. But “ God 
seeth not as man seeth ; He looketh on the heart.” He reads the whole man— 
intention as well as action; He judges us, not by what we are, but by what we 
would be. This is my one source of encouragement on this solemn day. Many of 
the aims I set before me when | first came among you remain unrealised; but at 
least I did set them before me and I have made a sincere effort to realise them. 
I have been true to my ideal to this extent: that I have given my whole self to 
this congregation, making its well-being my one preoccupation, its service my 
chief joy. And if, asis cortain, the harvest of the years has been scanty, | may 
say, without undue pride, that I have toiled for it in all earnestness. Failure—yes ; 
but that is inevitable in all human affairs, It does not condemn us if we have 
honestly striven for success. ‘Not failure,” we are admonished, “but low 
aim, is crime,” and from that crowning turpitude I claim, in all humility, 
to be free. I have done my best—God knows it; I pray that you may come to 
know it too. But it is time to quit this personal strain, and lead you back to your- 
selves. What has the past twenty years done for you as a congregation? I 
spoke just now of the deeper religious life which I hoped to see the gathering 
years bringin. Has that hope been realised? It is hard tosay. The barometer 
that will accurately measure the rise and fall of the spiritual atmosphere has yet 
to be invented. Religion—personal, living religion—is necessarily an affair of 


A MAN’S OWN SOUL, 


and his soul he lays bare, as a rule, only to himself and his God. And, therefore, 
when we ask whether any appreciable proportion of the men and women who 
form our congregation have been made spiritually better, permanently touched to 


finer issues, by the influence of its public worship and the ministrations of its 
clergy during the past two decades, we ask a question which cannot with certainty 
be answered. We can only strive to make the form of that worship as full of 
appeal, those ministrations as potent, as we can, and leave the rest to the con- 
gregants themselves and to Him whom Soripture aptly calls “the Lord of the 
spirits of all flesh,” seeing that-he holds the keys of the human soul in His hands. 
Confining ourselves to this limited and superficial aspect of the matter, we may 
fairly plead that our efforts have not been slack or unsuccessful. Ours is, indeed, 
an impressive ritual, as worshippers coming from other congregations freely 
testify. We have striven in all earnestness to make it so, to strengthen its call to 
the heart and the intellect alike. And if our most recent endeavours to bring our 
public worship into harmony with modern ideas have given pain to some of our most 
valued members, who believe in all sincerity that the old paths are the safest, we 
can only bow our heads in sorrow at the thought. How gratefal should we have 
been if we could have done our reforming work without evoking one protest or 
causing one pang! But it could hardly be. All progress, even religious progress, 
has its drawbacks, and demands its price. Most sincerely do we trust that the 
good that comes out of our ritual changes will outweigh the evil, that the signs of 
heightened interest and devotion which are now discernible in our meetings for 
public prayer correspond to something deeper and more precious still, that they 
betoken a profound stirring of the springs of conduct, a closer attachment to 
Judaism, a genuine ennoblemeni of the personal life. Nor have we been content 
to restrict our efforts to the synagogue. Outside its confines we have established 
& congregational society, with the threefold aim of quickening the interests of our 
members in all questions, social and historic, literary and religious, pertaining to 
Judaiem, of engaging their energies for benevolent work, and of strengthening the 
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tie which binds them to their place of worship and to each other. I freely confess 
that the appreciation of this effort which has been evinced by the congregation at 
large has so far been inadequate. After nearly twenty years of life, the West 

London Synagogue Association still exists, in so far as its practical influence is con- 
cerned, only fora minority. But for them its beneficent effects are real ; and we can 
only hope that, as the years run their course, this truly useful organisation will gain 
the wider confidence and wield the increased power which are eminently its due. 
Again outside the sphere of public worship, the completion of this twentieth year 
finds our efforts on behalf of religious education fully sustained. Our Hebrew 
and Religion Classes, open to all Jewish children irrespective of the congregation 
to which their parents belong, still carry on their gracious tasks. It would be 
well if a larger number of our own members were alive to the advantages which 


are thus offered to their boys and girls. But the fact remains that the existence 
of these Classes is a token of 


THE VITALITY OF OUR SYNAGOGUE,’ 
a standing proof of its recognition of its fundamental duty as a Jewish congrega. 
tion—the duty, namely, of safeguarding, so far as human effort is able to 
safeguard it, the future of Judaism by training the young in its faith and its 


practices. For the rest, we must once more summon hope to our aid, and believe 


that the years to come will see a host of children flocking to these sacred precincts 
as to the founts of the religious life, moved, in the Prophetic words, by a veritable 
“famine to hear the words of the Lord.” . That we have some reason for such 
faith is suggested by two facts: the maintenance of our Confirmation rite in un- 
diminished vigour, and the notable success achieved by our children’s services. 
Some important changes adverse to the interests of Confirmation have taken 
place during the past few years. One of them is the ever-growing practice 


of educating our youth at public schools. The consequent difficulty of 


securing the necessary religious preparation for the Confirmation ceremony 
has, however, been successfully surmounted, and the number of candidates 
has thus kept pace with the numerical growth of the congregation. The weekly 
services for children, which have come into existence within the last twelve years, 
are & special reason for satisfaction and thankfulness. The attendance continues 
to improve, and an increasing number of little ones are being taught to pray and 
to feel the beauty of their spiritual heritage. The foundations of a Jewish life are 
being Iaid for them, and we are winning them simultaneously for Jadaism and 
for the synagogue. [Tor the synagogue, I say. Thanks to these services, 
there is being trained up a band of potential supporters of th‘s house of prayer, 
who, we are justified in believing, will uphold it in the coming yeara, not merely 
by their material contributions, but, what is of incomparably greater value, by the 
piety and the fervour which they bring to its worship. Finally, to look further 
afield, it is pleasant to note that the relations between our synagogue and the 
community at large, friendly as they were twenty years ago, have since become 
fraternal. Long since united by a joint participation in educational and philan- 
thropic work, orthodoxy and reform are now yet more closely linked together by 
a clear perception of the magnitude of the spiritual possessions which they hold in 
common. No longer looked at askance, our synagogue has at length taken its 
place among the recognised religious forces of the community, and its distinctive 
ideas and practices are exerting no mean effect upon the development of English 
Judaism. And to this position, it is gratifying to think, we have attained without 
sacrificing one iota of the principles which our congregation was established to 


vindicate seventy years ago. To those principles we shall assuredly adhere in the 
years that lie before us. For | |

even for the religious Reformer—there is no going back. More important is it to 
remind you that principles are uselegs, detached from action, that Reform is barren 
if,it dces not reach and ennoble life. Our chief task as acongregation lies less inaffirm- 
ing Reform than in living it, less in emphasising our heterodoxy than in justifying it 
—justifying it by the fervour of our Judaiem and by the depth of our self-sacrifice in 
_ the cause of righteousness and of God. Not to loose, but to bind, not to minister 
to our lower convenience, but to stimulate us to a larger self-denial—such is the 
function, such the purpose of this synagogue. And no one can be a true member 
of it, no one can be a true Reformer, who thinks otherwise. With this truth, 
taught by the past, vital for the future, written deep upon our hearts, we may 
close our retrospect of the twenty years that end to-day. If shadows mingle with 
that retrospect, they are relieved by many a gleam of light. The gains outweigh 
the losses, as is the case in every life-story, whether individual or collective. For 
human experiences are divinely guided, and God brings blessing out of them all. 
Let us, then—ministers and congregants alike—look forward with hope and 
courage, confidently praying in the words cf the Psalmist ‘‘ May the grace of the 
Lord our God be upon us, and establish Thon the work of our hands upon us, yea, 
the work of our hands establish Thou it!” Amen.

PROSPECT. 


A PECULIAR people, happily, in so many respects, we Jews are peculiar, 


too, in our observance of festivals and appointed times. The Jewish 
New Year is unique among the New Year celebrations of all other 
peoples, faiths, races, or religions. In the course of ages it has taken 
unto itself something in the nature of a mosaic, in which tiny section has 
been added to tiny section, and the whole has come to form a beautiful 
artistic representation with remarkable blending of colour. As a reflex of 
life itself, /’osh Hashana is a wonderful institution. The religious sentiment, 


everyday lives are by no means unrepresented. The past is brought vividlv 
before our eyes, but the calls of the present are not absent, nor are the 
demands of the future forgotten. 
If the day is known as Rosh Hashana, and in its common translation of 
New Year projects for us the future, its literal meaning—crown or head of the 
year——can well have reference to its being the final exercise of the old year. 
If it is known as Yom Hadin, the Day of Judgment, and it thus envisages the 
past of man’s life, it isalso known as Yom Teruah, the Day of the Sounding 
of the Cornet, the sign of manumission from our acts in the past, a call to our 
memory that the future awaits our deeds and our thougnts. If the New 
Year Festival is the first of the Ten Days of Pentinence, a day of the shriving 
of the soul, it is, too, the day of all days, on which our minds are ‘bent to our 
human necessities. Our very liturgy sanctifies for us our common and every- 
day aspirations for happiness, prosperity and content in the year that is about 
to open for us. The festival is thus a remarkable monument of the genius of 
Judaism ; of its accurate balancing of things that belong to the spirit, and 
the things that belong to the flesh; of a nice weighing of the calls to man’s 
soul and the demands of man’s body. Even the rabbinical tradition which 


indicative of the broad mind that was able to maintain its breadth, even

Nor does the festival, as an institution, keep out of sight the impersonal 
aspect of the New Year day. It follows as a rational consequence and as a 
mere arithmetica! exercise that the New Year for each Jew is the New Year 
for every Jew—that the celebration is [tosh Hashana for the community as it 
is for each member comprising it. Indeed, there are not a few indications,

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both in the ritual appointed for the day and in the legends which cling to the 
celebration, and the Rabbinical traditions which cluster around it, that the 
original conception of the institution was a festival of the people rather than 
a festival of the person. At New Year time, of all the seasons, the Jew who 
closes the outer door of the world upon his soul, and utilises the period as one 
entirely of communion between himself and his Maker, without reference to 
his brethren in faith, and to the eternal demands which Jewry has upon all 
those whom it embraces within the folds of its bosom, were guilty of 
the basest of inconsistency, for he ignores the public claims and the public 
demands of our people. A new year that shall be a happy new year to each 
of us must be a year first and foremost which as a year brings happiness and 
content to the whole House of Israel. A year which brings to Jewry misery 
and wretchedness, which spells the degradation of our people and the defama- 
tion of the Jewish name, cannot be a happy year for any of us, 


; . 


Rosh Hashana, commonly translated New Year, is the crown of the year 
that has passed. It affords us the eminence of higher ground as, lifted by the 
spiritual aspects of the festival above the pettinesses of our everyday life, we 
can, like Moses at Nebo, review the ground we have trodden, and look wistfully 
towards the goal set out before us, and which we fain would reach. The 
uncertainty of existence, the nescience of the wisest concerning the future, 
render the best of us, the strongest, the most lusty, tiiose in whose veins is 
coursing the full blood of health, whose muscles are full taut and whose 
tendons are rightly attuned, no less than those of us who feel either in 
the natural order of things, by reason of our years or by accident or disease 
the heavy hand of death upon us-——the one no less than the other—for the 
nonce, like Moses of old, for we can view in our mind’s eye the prospect that 
opens before us—we know not whether therein we shall be permitted to enter. 


But the uncertainty of life, of which the celebration of Posh Hashana, its 
liturgy, and its traditions insistently remind us, absolves us not a little bit 
from the obvious duties as a pcople which /tosh Hashana indicates. The 
day is:a call to each of us as Jew, one of a community, one of a people—it 
bids us from the higher ground upon which for the moment we are permitted 
to stand, to review the past and to look at the future that is spread before us. 
The prospect that opens up before our eyes on this /iosh Hashana, 
that opens up before our eyes as a people, has in it much 
that may well make the bravest of us quiver and the _ strongest 
of us faint-hearted. We review the past that we have trodden and 
we see our people’s path strewn with the tragedy of the ages—our own 
fathers and mothers, our own kith and kin, those that were near and dear to 
us——we descry them halt and maimed, or fallen by the way, stricken hard by 
the relentless hand of the persecutor. And before us the prospect for count- 
less thousands of our people seems to be no better. Misery and wretchedness 
are marked as the lot of the majority of our brethren. Looking back, we 
bethink ourselves of the countless faithful ones that have braved all for the 
glory of our people, and the honour of our God. And, stretching before us the 
prospect we can but perceive is but the grievous toll that is in wait for those 
of our people who will sacrifice all before allowing their Jewish spirit to be 
overcome, or their couraye as Jews to be beaten out °f them. It were idle to 
do more than wish a happy New Year with what we see in retrospect and 
what presents itself to us in prospect—to wish, if you will, to wish, if you 


. prefer to ignore the relation which wishes should hold to probabilities. 


And it would not be surprising if on this crown-day of the year that is pass- 
ing, and first day of the year that is to come upraised for the nonce upon this 
eminence of New Year’s day in our life’s pathway, reviewing the past and 
looking forward to the future, the question-presented itself to us: Need this 
be? Must our people be for ever in the hell-broth of persecution? What 
miracle is required so that Israel may dwell in moderate peace and her people 
Can prosper in average comfort? Must it for ever be that from one fining- 
furnace to another is to be the course of Israel’s wandering? Now a 
‘massacre; now @ pogrom; now an auto da/’; now an “ oblava”’; now 
casting to the lions in cruel Rome ; now the donning of the Benito in heartless 
Spain; now fire and the sword of medizval ages, and anon the refinement 
of cruelty in the land of the Tsar. Such has been the past of Israel 
these 2,000 years, and the prospect that opens up to us seems to 
bode little better than for some of us, at any rate, a renewal of what 
has gone before. If we would know if this must for ever be, let us 
look for a moment narrowly at the past and mark a characteristic 
of our people which has set them apart from other peoples of the 
earth. We see them Jew set against Jew, riven into sections and segments, 
and sub-sections and sub-segments, in chaos and disorder, refusing to be led, 
refusing to follow, but with here and there a brave spirit that would com- 
mand, jeered at and shouted at—‘‘ Who made thee to be a leader and judge 
over Israel?’’ And this lack of cohesion, this utter failure of organised effort, 
wherever attempted, it must be plain to us, has given our enemy his finest 
and best opportunity. Must this for ever be? Must Israel for ever be a 


_ people of sorrow, a nation of tears? If we could perceive in the future some 


sign that the psychology of our people were changing, that the anarchic 
chaotic disposition were giving way to something in the nature of order and 
discipline, there would be some small substratum of reason in our wishes for 
a happy New Year. Frankly, the future displays to us not much sign of any 
great change. Like the Bourbons of old, we Jews learn nothing and we for- 
get nothing. We learn nothing of all our sufferings. Our wounds are healed 
—we ignore them unless we parade them with ostentatious pride. Equally 
we forget nothing; preferring to clog our minds with traditions, rather than 
equip ourselves for the realities of the life we have to lead. 
s 


As the sea is salt, so is every drop wherever we may test it. As is 
Jewry as a whole, so is our community here in this country. No more salt, 
perhaps, but no less. We are allowing problems to grow and questions to 
arise which we could have coped with effectually when they were but saplings. 
They will tax our best energies even if they will not be greater 

an we can compass now we have allowed them to wax from small 
plants to great and mighty growths. The state of provincial Jewry is day by 
day swelling into something in the nature of a scandal, What sign is there 
in the near prospect of any clear handling of this problem? If there be a 
sign of a lead, is there a sign of a following? So we might run through the 
gamut of our communal questions. So we might run through the whole 
catalogue of the problems that ought to disturb us. Our religious education, 
the conversionist campaign, the Shechita difficulty, the religious organisation 


of Anglo-Jewry generally, all, all, once sapling matters, to-day are becoming, 
or have become, huge growths that threaten to overwhelm us. 


And yet, and yet, looking from the eminence of our life’s way at this 
Rosh Hashana time on the path we have traversed, all is not barren, all is not 
discouraging. All is not black, all is not regrettable. We can see that there, 
amid all, the spirit, the (eist of the Jew has lived, we can seethat tried as it-has 
been in a thousand fires, ithas remained in its essence unsubdued and apparently 
unsubduable. Ten faithful ones would have sufficed for the saving of Sodom 
and Gemorrah. Thousand of tens of the faithful ones have helped to save 
Judaism and the Jew. As it has been in the past, so it will bein the future, 
That which the restrospect shows us, our mind’s eye can perceive in prospect. 
The year that is opening shows not a waning, but rather an accentuation of 
the faith and the energy, the persistence and the insistence, the unbreakable 
courage which has been Jewry’s salvation and will preserve it in the years to 
come. The outlook has more than one point of the very gravest discourage. 
ment. But behind the thick lowering cloud there bursts out through all the 
gathering darkness the sun of -israel’s indomitable courage, the unquenchable 
fire of his never-dying faith. 

To the extent to which that spirit shall prevail, to the extent to which we 
nerve ourselves to assail the wrong and the evil, the misery and the wretched. 
ness that threaten our people—to that extent will the year that is opening up 
before our eyes be to each one of us a happy New Year.

THE BEILIS CASE. 


A Report to the Tsar. 


[From our Correspondent. | | 


A game of secrecy and of dilatory tactics is again being played by the officials 
conducting the Beilis affair. Announcements are constantly being made that the 
trial will not be postponed (the statement of the Golos Moskwt to the contrary. 
quoted in your last issue, was immediately denied), but the final preparations for 
the trial are not being pushed forward rapidly. Most of the correspondents who 
applied for permits to report the case are still awaiting replies. According to the 
well-informed Russkoe Znamya, the Minister of Justice has despatched a report on 
the case to the Tsar and has also taken in hand the question of acoommodating the 
Press at the trial. : 

The summoning of the witnesses against Beilis presents unusual difficulties, 


For some reason or other it is impossible to trace many of them, and the 
question is being asked whether this is not a pre-arranged plan, so as to enable 
counsel for the prosecution to appear at the opening of the trial with a demand for 
its postponement until the witnesses have been found. 

The Meisner interview still commands general attention. Last week the Real 
Rossians sent a deputation to Senator Meisner to demand an explanation, but hs 
declined to receive them. Meanwhile the Kieff Court, apparently with the con- 
currence of the Ministry of Justice, has declared itself competent to try Advocate 
Margolin (former Couneel for Beilis) for the allegad offer of 40.000 roubles to 
Tcheberakova to clear Beilis of the Yuschinsky murder.

The ‘‘Novoe Vremya’s’’ Reply to the Zionist Resolution. 
Blood Accusation Theory Affirmed. 


The notorious M. Menshikoff has publighed an article in the Novoe Vremya 
under the title “ Jewish Pretences,” which exceeds in violence most of the recent 
utterances on the Jewish problem made by that“ inspired” Russian organ. He has 
devoted his attention to the anti-blood libel resolution adopted by the Zionist 
_ Congress, which he describes as extremely impudent. He condeecends to take 
- note of it because he believes that the Zionist Congress has become a kind of 
_ parliament of universal Jewry. | 
| He has reproduced the anti-libel resolution, and discusses it in detail. He 

objects to the text of the resolution, which claimed that the blood libs] was an 
unheard of accusation. “ Why unheard of,” he exclaims, “ asif the last twelve or 
_ perhaps nineteen centuries have not witnessed so many trials in connection with it. 
What,” be asks, “ is the stain of our present times (of which the resolution com- 
_ plained)? Is it the accusation against the Jews, or the puddles of innocent Christian 
blood, mainly that of children? Not only individuals, including Jews, buat also 
 & few trials in olden and in more recent times have shown, as far as it is possible 
for a Court to prove, that ritual murder is practised among Jews. And if 
such crimes are disccvered only at rare inteivals, it is bzcause of the 
- great secrecy observed. The criminals themselves sometimes confessed 
to ritual murders. As far as the present case is concerned—the murder 
of the unfortnuate boy, Andrusha Yuschineky— it is undeniable that he was killed, 
not by a simple process, but in such a manner as to prove the practice of ritual 
murder. This was proved by the expert professors. Why, then, are the Jews so 
excited about the trial? The Court exists to determine crimes as far as this is 
| possible for human conscience. Many crimes are left unsolved and the accused 
acquitted, not because no crimes were perpetrated, but because there are no proofs 
against them. Is not the fuss made by the Jews throughout the world a 
_ psychological proof that the matter is very unc'ean. and that, by their violent 
noise, the Jews wish to intimidate the Christian jadges or muddle them? Such 
methods were practised by Jews in ancient Rome at the time of Cicero, and they 
are in practice now everywhore from New York to St. Petersbarg.” 
The Liberal organs, the Pefchand the Jen, have pabiished articles protesting 
against Menshikoff’s attack on the Jews. 


A SENSATIONAL RUMOUR, 


It is reported that at a Conference of high officiala from St. Petersburg and 
Kieff, a decision was arrived at to advise the Public Prosecutor in charge of the 
Beilis case not to press the ritual accusation against the prisoner because there 

were not sufficient proofs to affirm the blood libel theory. It is also stated that 
Senator Meisner took this view a considerable time ago, and that his opinions were 
overruled. Now, however, the Ministerial representatives at the trial are expected 
to direct the Public Prosesutor to bring an ordinary charge of murder against 
 Beilis, should the attempt to give the case a ritual character collapse. 


ANOTHER FOREIGN PROTEST, 


_At the Congress of the authorities on criminal medicine and natural science, 
held at Vienna, Professor Zimka (of Kiel), dealt with the conclusions arrived at by 
_ Professor Sikorsky in the Beilis indictment. He ridiculed his statements regard- 
_ ing the ritual character of the crime, and asserted that the only legitimate conclu- 

sions that could be drawn from the examination into the crime were that the 
_ victim’s mouth and nose had been stopped up and that mortal wounds had been 
inflicted. Professors Haberda (of Vienna), Ungar (of Bonn), and Frenkel (of 
Berlin), also agreed with Professor Zimke, and found that Professor Sikorsky’s 
views were inflaenced by the sentiment of the masses. |

Schools. Ina Jewish Free Schocl the Jewish child would have the opportunity of

“During the last few yeara,” Dr. Bendersky replied, ‘I have been much 
interested in the question of establishing a University in Jerusalem. I am ohiefly 
concerned with the medical side of the question and am anxious to see a medical 
college established in the Holy City. A tour through Palestine convinced me of 


the terrible sanitary conditions of the country, the lack of suitable hospital 


accommodation, the need of a sufficient water supply, the lack of a proper system 
of drainage, and the prevalence of infectious diseases. These defects oan only be 
remedied by the establishment of a scientific institute. It is nothing short of 
scandalous that in the Jewish Hospital Shaaré Zédek in Jerusalem recourse has to 
be had to a surgeon from the Mission Hospital when 4 cerious operation has to.be 
performed. The patients have to be nursed by Christian women who are as much 
concerned with the souls of their patients as with their bodies. The existence of 
a medical school in Jerusalem would prove of advantage to the whole of the 
Orient, for the courses there would naturally take into account the special needs 
of Eastern Countries.” | 

Does not the financial side of the question present considerable difficulties ? 

“These difficulties do not appal me. A substantial sum has already been 
collected towards the establishment of a medical school, and I feel sure that the 
cause will appeal to my richer coreligionists. Iam particularly pleased with the 
sympathetic reception which the idea has met with in London, and I only regret 
that greater unity of action cannot be brought about between the lovers of Zion in 
England. I trust that the scheme will meet with approval at the forthcoming 
Congress.” 

Or. Bendersky’s project so far achieved success at the Congress that a Com- 
mittee was appointed to consider the preliminaries of the foundation’ of a Jewish 
University in Jerusalem.

Spielmanun’s report on the English art exhibits at the 
Ghent Exhibition serves as a reminder of the part 
taken by English Jews in artistic activities. Sir 
Isidore’s own services as the director of art exhibi- 
tions is well known as is also the prominent position 
occupied by his brother, Mr. Marion Spielmann, in 
the front rank of art critics. It is not so well kaown 
that their cousin, Sir Stuart Samuel, is also a good 
judge of art and had until recently a: valuable 


collection of early printsd books and bindings. The > 


valuable collection of old English silver made by 
— uncle, Lord Swaythling, is familiar to a wide 
circle. 

Of the members of the Rothschild family one 
may say that they are all art collectors and judges 
ofart. Lord Rothschild’s picture galleries contain 
some of the finest specimens of Old Masters in. the 
country. Mr. Alfred de Rothschild is also the proud 
possessor of several masterpieces, of which he has 


written and printed full descriptions. Of the late 
Baron Ferdinand’s priceless collections the nation 
now enjoys the benefit. Many of the very valuable 
pictures collected by the late Ludwig Mond are also 
now in the possession of the nation, while South 
Africa is indebted to Mr. Max Michaelis for the 
nucleus of its collection. , 


The late Felix Joseph enriched several provin- 
cial museums by collections of objets d’art, which he 
had formed. His kinsman, Mr. Charles Davis, like 
his father, Frederick Davis, before him, is in the 
foremost rank of art dealers and art connoisseurs in 
London, a profession in which Jews predominate. 
Ia illustration, one need only mention the names of 
Mr. Asher Wertheimer and his late brother Charles, 
Isaac F'alcke, who presented a collection of porcelain 
to the nation, the founders of the Mendoza and other 
Bond Street galleries, and connoisseurs of old silver, 
such as the late Solomon Phillips. Mr. Maurice 
Jonas is also a collector who has published his notes 


_ to the world. 


This art interest displays itself in yet another 
direction in the short monographs on several of the — 
old masters which Mr. 8. L. Bensusan has written. 
Of artists proper, however, Anglo-Jewry seems to 
have fallen short of its proportionate supply. Of 
Royal Academicians it has furnished two—Solomon 
Abraham Hart and Mr. Solomon J. Solomon. Of 
other Anglo-Jewish painters of genius, there are, for 
instance, Simeon Solomon, the Rothenstein brothers, 
and Mr. Alfred Wolmark. The last named, how- 
ever, is not of English birth. Anglo-Jewry does not 
appear to have produced any sculptor or engraver of 
distinction, but of architects there have been in the 
past George Basevi, a cousin of Lord Beaconsfield, 
who built the Fitzwilliam Museum at Cambridge, 
and David Mocatta, the architect of the London, 
Brighton and South Coast Railway. ©

THE BLOOD LIBEL. 


REPUDIATION BY CARDINAL BOURNE. 


The Chief Rabbi has received from Cardinal Bourne, the Archbishop of 


Westminster, the letter printed below in answer to the following communi- 
cation :— 


Office of the Chief Rabbi, London, 
September 19th, 1915. 
His Eminence Cardinal Bourne, 


Archbishop of Westminster, 


SiRk,—I venture to approach your Eminence on a matter in which leading 
Catholic prelates have for centuries taken the side of truth, justice, and humanity. 


) You are no doubt aware that the “ Blood Accusation” has b3en revived 
against the Jewish people in connection with the Beilis cass at Kieff, Russia. 


Two and a half years ago a boy was found murdered in that city, and some 
time later a Jew, Beilis by name, was arrested as the alleged murderer. Now 
whether Beilis did or did not commit this crime is a qzestion sub judice, and in 


itself of no greater importance than any other murder trial. But the fearfal 
circumstance is this, that the Public Prosecutor has, with the approval of the 
Minister of Justice at St. Petersburg, formulated a charge of ritual murder against 
the man, who is thus said to have murdered a Christian child in the performance 
of a Jewish religious rite. 

This monstrous fable of religious child-murder, so effectively used against the 
early Christians by their heathen prosecutors, and a generation ago by the 
Chinese against Christian missionaries, has never failed to inflame a world of 
fathers and mothers against the unpopular minority to whom this hideous crime 
was imputed. 

Foremost among the champions who have authoritatively defended Jews and 
Judaism against this foul and Satanic falsehood, have been the greatest and most 
learned dignitaries of your Church. The Bulls against this ritual murder charge 
issued by Popes Innocent IV., (:cegory X., Martin V., Paul III., as well as the 
famous rescript of Cardinal (:anganelli (later Pope Clement XIV), have only 
recently been reprinted in a separate pamphlet (which I enclose). And in our 
own day the Bishop of Fulda, Cardinal Manning, and the Editor of the Catholic 
Enoyclopwdia have, among othera, worthily continued this church tradition. 

May I hope, in answer to this letter, fcr a similar expression of opinion from 
your Eminence, which I should ba at libarty to publish? Such a statement from 
the Head of the Roman Catholic Hierarchy in England would to-day in Russia be 
second only to that of the Supreme Pontiff in exorcising this spectre of darkness 
and hatred with, alas, its consequent horrors of pogroms and mob-violence.

RABBI DR. B. SALOMON ON THE BEILIS CASE. 


The following letter from Rabbi Dr. Salomon appeared in the Manc/ester 
Guardian of Monday last :— 

S1rR,—The highest dignitaries of the Church, the greatest scientists and 
littérateurs, the leaders of every section of social and commercial activity have 
recorded their protest ; the wicked and baseless nature of the ritual murder fable 
has beep once more exposed, but the Russian Government is deaf to the voice of 


humanity, and the Jewish people is once more the victim of that brutal parody. of 


justice—a Russian tribunal. 


“ What can we do in a night like this?” was the motto of a pamphlet published 
during the French Revolution. “ Await the day,” was the answer given. But we 
are sick with waiting, and despair grips our souls when we read of the foul con- 
spiracy in which a harmless and hapless man is entangled, and how his witnesses 
_ are being intimidated and forbidden toappear. And now, with a refinement of 

cruelty, we cee that the date fixed for the trial is October 8th, one of the ten Days 
of Penitence between the New Year and the Day of Atonement, when pious Jews 
are in a state of religious depression and unfitted to cope adequately with the 
nerve-shaking ordeal of a Russian prosecutor. But who are our enemies? What 
section of Russian society harbours so bottomless a hatred against 
the Jewish people? The peasantry, we are told. But we read of 
villages petitioning to be made townlets that Jews may reside therein. The 
commercial classes? But what of the protests by bundreds of merchants against 
the exclusion cf Jewish traders from the great fairs? What the intellectuals think 
we know from their noble protest. Our enemies are the autocrats, the heads of 
that bureaucracy to which intellect is anathema, and which can only find its safety 
in relentless repression. The Jew represents that intellectual force, that piercing 
eye of criticism, which has more than once expcsed the rotten foundations on 
which the Russian Empire is based. He is so convenient for the blunders and 
corruption of the ruling classes. Everything can be blamed on him, who can seek 
no redress, and when the peasantry and middle-classes, tired of being plundered to 
feed a greedy bureaucracy, turn on the autocrats, the buffer is there in the shape 
of the scapegoat Jew. 

The late Chief Rabbi of Denmark told me of an audience he once had with the 
late King Christian, in which he implored him to use his influence for a better 
treatment of his Russian brethren. “I am sorry,” was the reply, “that my 
daughter is such an anti-Semite. It is no good concealing the real truth that the 
solution of the problem lies here. But what can wedo? We cannot ask England 
to interfere in the internal affairs of a foreign State, but we can ask that English- 
men will allow humanity to have co much to say as to stop investing millions to 
bolster up a Government which has reached the nadir of inhumanity. The 

enemies of Bailis style themselves “real Russians.” Unhappy country if its sons 
to prove their birthright must qualify in such a school. But why is Christianity 
silent? Must we amend the words of Burke, ‘‘ The age of humanity is over: 
that of sophisters, calculators, and economists has succeeded, and the glory of 


true religion is extinguiched for ever ” ? |

A Sermon for the Week.

GOD OUR REFUGE-—A NEW YEAR MEDITATION. 


‘“O Lord, thou hast been our refuge in all qenerations.."—Psalm xe , 1. 


Once more the passage of time from one year to another calls us to numbet 
our days and apply our hearts unto wisdom. We Jews invest the beginning 
of each year with a solemnity to which no other season can lay claim. The 
Jew or Jewess who does not respond to its trumpet-call can scarcely be said 
to remain in living communion with our faith. Happily the number is 
exceptionally few of those who take no heed whatever of this sacred season. 
Our crowded places of worship bear testimony to its never-failing force of 
appeal. It is a season which calls to us to reflect upon the brevity of human 
life, and to contrast its fleeting shadows with the eternal immutability of the 
source of all life. .No psalm treats this theme with such majestic 
simplicity as the ninetieth, which is styled “A Prayer of Moses the man 
of God.’ Perhaps we are to understand by this superscription that so pro- 
found a prayer was deemed worthy to have been written by Moses himself, 
But by whomsoever composed, this greatest of religious poems must have 
come forth from the heart of one of our race when it was moved to its inmost 


core by strong feeling. We have here the embodiment in words of some of 


the loftiest thoughts and emotions that can stir the heart of man. These 
thoughts and emotions are so perfectly portrayed that no future expression of 
them is likely to surpass this two-thousand-year old meditation. In the 
simplest, strongest, most truthful language we have uttered what man must 
ever feel when by some experience of his life he is brought face to face with 
the Eternal, the Holy, the All-seeing One. A man may be sunk in sorrow at 
the thought of his weakness, his brief life, his exceeding sinfulness and vast 
misery. He contrasts with himself the idea of the [ternal One, with His 
endless years, His infinite knowledge, His perfect holiness, His glorious 
majesty. At the same time, though the man is struck by this great, unspeak- 
able contrast, he cannot let go his trust in the 


infinite Power 
from which his own poor life is derived. ‘‘ Thou art our refuge in all genera- 
tions,” he exclaims. Though he beholds his days vanishing under the wrath 
of the Eternal, he still cries--and with growing faith in his cry—“ O satisfy 


us early with Thy mercy that we may be glad and rejoice all our days.” And 
sunk as he is at first in gloom and fear, his prayer lifts him to his feet before 
it closes, and we see the light of hope kindling on his countenance, and hear 
his humble petition changing into a great hymn of joy and gladness. Turn 
to the prayer itself, and take note of these things. What a description of 
human frailty! ‘Thou turnest man to destruction. Thou carriest them 
away a3 with a flood. In the morning it flourisheth and groweth up, in the 
evening it is cut down and withereth. We spend our years as a tale that is 
told.’ And in contrast therewith, what a conception of the strength and 
eternity of God! ~*~ Before the mountains were brought forth, or ever Thou 
hadst formed the earth and the world, even from everlasting to everlasting 
Thou art God. A thousand years in Thy sight are but as yesterday when it 
is past, and as a watch in the night.’”” What a speck in the ocean 
of time the 6,000 years which we account to be the age of the 
world! Note also that the thought of human sin serves but to deepen 
the sense of the frailty and brevity of human life. The light of 
God’s face falls upon secret sins and brings them under the eye of 
day. Itis a man’s misdeeds which entail upon him the sure punishment of a 
shortened life: and labour and sorrow, should life be spared to its full term of 
years. For just as God’s eternity rises like the everlasting mountains, over 
which the fleeting shadows of human existence flee and pass away, so the 
Divine holiness towers in immovable righteousness above the wild waves of 
human sin, which dash and break themselves upon it and disappear in empty 
foam. For this holiness becomes, in its opposition to man’s sin, what man 
feels as a terrible consuming fire, though it is really love. ‘ We are con- 
sumed by thine anger, and by thy wrath we are troubled.” Grand, beautiful, 
beneficent as the eternal laws and ways of God are when men obey them, 
they assume an aspect of anger and judgment when men defy them. And their 
eternal righteousness, their sweet and sacred beneficence, puts on the appear- 


ance of a sublime and overwhelming contrast to the vanity, feverish haste, and - 


hurtful eifects of human sin. “ Even according to thy majesty is thy wrath.’’ 
Because God is so great and good, so infinitely above us in our weakness, 
blindness, and poor, selfish passion and wilfulness, he must be to us in our 
sin as 

A Consuming Fire, 
until in our dismay we ask: ‘‘ Who knoweth the power of thine anger?” 
Though the fire be love—or rather, because the fire is love—it is so terrible, 


that it seems as if a man’s life must melt away beneath its fierce heat, 


But read on. Great as is the contrast between Divine holiness and man’s 
sinfulness, vast as is the antithesis between the infinite years of the eternal 
and the fleeting days of mortals, man cannot turn his back upon God and flee 
from his presence. His infinite opposite is still his infinite attraction. The 
Being whom in his sin he dreads, from the light of whose countenance he 
would fain hide himself, is still his refuge. Through all the long generations 
of frail and erring men, the Eternal One, with eyes too pure to behold 
iniquity, has still been man’s one great desire and eternal hope. This strange 


and grandly solemn conflict of feeling within man’s breast has born its 


precious fruit. It has made him seek reconciliation and peace, and our psalm 
reveals the process by which they have been found: “So teach us to number 
our days that we may get us a heart of wisdom,” is the prayer of him who 
recognises not only the brevity and frailty of human life, but also the infinite 
greatness, wisdom, and mercy of the Eternal. The earnestness and Divine 
purpose of life amidst all its brevity and uncertainty have been revealed to him. 
He has discovered the happy fact that there is an acceptable sacrifice which the 
frail may offer to the great Eternal—a wise, humble and obedient heart ; and a 
heart instructed and bent upon making the truest use of the fleeting days 
here lent. to man. He has moreover seen that to number those days aright is 
a higher task than he can perform without the assistance of Him to whom 
‘*. thousand years are but as yesterday when it is past.” And so the man 
who at first shrunk in terror from the Holy One—he who despised his own 
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brief life when he measured it against the everlasting years of the Eternal— 


has now, by the aid of that Divine attraction which will not leave us alone cor 
let us despair, found his refuge and hope in that very holiness from which he 
shrank, and that very eternity whose fierce blaze seemed to shrivel into 
. Nay, the brevity of his life appears to him now, 
when he finds this refuge in the Eternal, as a divine appointment which by 
heavenly aid may be made to promote the best service of God. It may help 
him to bring to God that acceptable sacrifice of a wise heart. 


Nor is this All. 


That high attraction which helps man to feel ‘‘ God is our refuge” leads 
him further and higher still. It fills men with infinite hope, it inspires 
them with great and corfident prayers. It enables them to cry with our 


Psalmist: ‘ O satisfy us early with thy mercy that we may rejoice and be 
glad all our days. Let thy work appear unto thy servants and thy glory unto 
their children. And let the beauty of the Lord our God be upon us, and 
establish thou the work of our hands upon us; yea, the work of our hands 
establish thou it.”” They to whom existence seemed but an empty, fleeting 
dream, but a tale that is told, now—when they turn to the Eternal Refuge— 
gain a perception of the possibility that their lives may yet be filled with good, 
that their aching hearts may be satisfied with heavenly mercy and divine 
peace. The tale of sorrow, the confession of sin, the awful sight of vanity, 
change into the prayer of hope—hope of a true life of satisfaction in the 
inmost soul—that life for which we pray at this season in the words of our 
penitential liturgy: 1335, And this vision of a satisfying life, of 
a good that will make these fleeting days rich and blessed, grows upon the 
soul in fulness, brightness, certainty as it clings in prayer to the 
Holy and Mighty One. Gladness—gladness equal to all past 
disappointments and sorrow--is not too great a thing to ask 
for and expect. And that great, divine work which the Eternal Him- 
self pursues through all the ages with unfailing purpose, with resistless 
energy, with infinite blessedness, can now be perceived by the soul as not 
beyond its reach. That work may appear unto men, may be comprehended 
by them, and made the glorifying purpose of their brief lives. The work of 
their weak, soiled hands may be the work of the mighty and holy God which 
He will strengthen and establish, so that the beauty ‘of God may rest upon 
frail, sinful men, and His glory appear more and more as the ages roll on to 
the children of each succeeding generation. With such high hopes, with such 
lofty purposes, may a man’s life be enriched and gladdened, if he flee from 
his own weakness to his eternal dwelling-place, to the refuge of the High and 
and Holy One who inhabiteth eternity. With such high hopes and lofty pur- 
poses let us begin the New Year that God has vouchsafed to us. .

THE REV. HARRIS COHEN AND THE 
RABBINICAL DIPLOMA. 


TO THE EpITOR.—From the Rev. HARRIS COHEN, 66, Fountayne Road, 
Stoke Newington, N. 


Sirn,—Anglo-Jewish Ministers have learnt the wisdom of preserving silence in 
face of unkind press criticism, and equanimity in face of abuse, but s'lence can at 
times be misunderstood and lead to dire results. In your summary of outstanding 
events in the past year, published in your supplement last week, you thought it 
necessary to mention the incident of the conferment of the Rabbinical Degree upon 
me by the Haham. There yon stated that the action taken by Dr. Gaster and 
myself led to some little difficulty, ‘but it was adjusted by the withdrawal of 
the Minister from the position which he had taken up.” Permit me to say 
that nothing is further from the truth than this. I would not and could not 
withdraw from the position I had taken up. I would not, because it would have 
meant base ingratitade to a great O3M 152M, to one from whom I had received 
nothing but consideration and kindness. I could not because it was a fai; 
accompli. What was done could not be undone. I had received the Diploma in 
accordance with Jewish law and customs, and no one who knows anything of 
Jewish tradition can think of denying me the title I have honourably and legiti- 
mately won after years of hard work. I have the Diploma, and I cannot be regarded 
as one who has it not. For the sake cf peace in the community I allowed the 
incident to pass when the difficulty arose, without a statement in the Press. But 
your remark in your last issue is so misleading, that I am forced to ask you to 
remove the misapprehension and to give a few of the salient points to your readers. 

Scon after the death of Dr. Adler, I approached Dr. Gaster with the view of 
receiving from him the Rabbinical Diploma. There was then no idea of a probable 
successor. Opinions were divided on the situation. It was thought by some 
that several years would elapse before a successor would be appointed. Oiéhers 
held that there would never be another Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi in England. 
Dre. Gaster at once befriended me and gave me every encouragement. He placed 
at my disposal his splendid library, and came to my aid with his vast store of 
learning. Every week, for nearly two years, he was good enough to give me 
several hours of his valuable time, and thus greatly helped me in the preparation 
of my work. 

After I had covered the ground Dr. Gaster subjected me to a rigid examina- 
tion, both written and oral, and as a result he conferred on me the Degree of which 
Iam jastly proud. How you could imagine that after all this kindness I would 
‘‘ withdraw from the position’’ I had taken up is beyond my comprehension. 
What would such a “ withdrawal” on my part amount to? It would mean that 
on account of pressure having been brought to bear upon me, I was foroed to tear 
up my Diploma and fling it back in the face of Dr. Gaster. Not for the world 
would I doit. Had you, Sir, not have stirred up strife, the exceptional circum- 
stances of the case would have been recognised by the community. For few, 
indeed, could poesibly have viewed the course I took as irregular, and few, indeed 
view it so now. In the first place, there was no Ashkenazi Chief Rabbi whilst in 
the course of my preparation with Dr. Gaster, nor even when my work was 
practically finished. In the second place, I did not go for my Diploma to a 
man of mediocre attainments but to a Rabbi of world-wide fame, the only 
Chief Rabbi in England at the time. And, thirdly, I acted throughout in accord- 
ance with Jewish tradition, and in no way contrary to any law or bye-law of the 
United Synagogue. To Jews’ College I would not go for very valid reasons. 
Where was the irregularity? And where was the need of the resolution to the 
Council of the United Synagogue which emanated from your office ? Happily, the 
attitude you were forced to take up was not shared by the community in general, 
and in the whole matter nothing caused me greater satisfaction than the 
unanimous vote of congratulation passed to me by my own Board of Management 
and the full recognition of my diploma in my own synagogue. Even you, Bir, did 
not at first view my action as irregular, for the very first letter of congratulation 
I received was from you, and ina letter from you three days later, you repeated 
your pleasure at the distinction conferred upon me, and addressed me as “ Rabbi.” 
The public would be interested to learn the real reason of the volie face on your 
part. Would you be willing to give it? : 

The strongest argument, in fact the only one that was urged against the course 
I took was that it might be construed into a slight upon the newly-elected Chief 
Rabbi. How could it possibly be, when the whole affair was done during the 


interregnum, and I was well-nigh at the close of my work when the name of Dr. 
Hertz was mentioned as a candidate for the office ? 


I never for a moment thought of doing otherwise than seeking to satisfy my 
spiritual Chief in the matter. Less than halfan hour after the degree was con-

ferred on me—whilst my Diploma was not yet dry on the table of Dr. Gaster’s 
study—I was with Dr. Hertz aud we discussed the situation. I was, and I am, 
prepared to receive from Dr. Hertz bis 7!2307 or an additional Diploma. It is the 
usual course for graduates to seek Diplomas from more than one authority. But 
to say that I “withdrew ” from the “ position I had taken up,” and thereby 
declared my Diploma from Dr. Gaster null aad void,is a gross misrepresentation 


of facts. You have expressed an idea in my name which never entered my mind: 
It is as incorrect as it is inconceivable. 


_ [Our esteemed correspondent bas thought fit to translate our words, of 
which he complains, by placing upon them a construction which they could 
not possibly reasonably bear. As a matter of fact. we used almost the 
identical phrase to that to which he now takes exception in Jane last when 
referring in a leading note to the matter, and we have not till now heard any 
objection from him. How, however, it would be possible in milder or more 
general or more considerate terms to have recorded the fact that Mr. Cohen, 
to use Lord Rothschild’s words, wrote a humble letter expressing hia perfeot 
willingness to obey their behests as a servant of the Council of the United 
Synagogue, and ‘to do what the Chief Rabbi suggests,” we fail to see. This 
equally refers to the words of Mr. Cohen’s own letter to Mr. Jessel in June 
last: ‘I am ready to submit to his (the Chief Rabbi’s) decision in the matter.” 
If this was not a withdrawal from the position he had taken up, what was it ? 
For Mr. Cohen to suggest that withdrawing from the position meant 
discourtesy to Dr. Gaster, or in his picturesque language, “flinging the 
Diploma back into the Haham’s face,” ia only one of the ridiculous things Mr. 
Cohen puts his pen to. As to the question itself, Mr. Cohen has the temerity 
to accuse us of stirring up strife. It is about equivalent to the man who 
inflicted a contused eye upon his neighbour and then coolly suggested it was the 
neighbour's fault, because he possessed aneye! There may have been excel- 
lent reasons, even although purely sentimental. for Mr. Cohen refusing to 
submit himself, for the purpose of obtaining his Rabbinical Diploma, to Jews’ 
College. He may merely have made ‘a slip in saying that he was “ nearly 
two years” under the tutelage, for the purpose, of Dr. Gaster; because 
that would mean that he applied to Dr. Gaster whilst Dr. Hermann Adler 
was still Chief Rabbi. But, there is no donbt that the accession of 
Dr. Hertz to the Rabbinate was chosen as the moment when the confer- 
ment of the Rabbinical Degree should be made, and Mr. Cohen does not 
explain why, if he felt all the respect that he asserts for the present Chief 
Rabbi, he did not consult him a half-an-hour lefore he received the Diploma, 
instead of half-an-hour afterwards. Among the other hazy notions which seem 
to afflict Mr. Cohen, is the idea that because a respected member of our staff 
in his capacity asa representative on the Council of the United Synagogue 
gave notice of a certain resolution, Mr. Cohen is justified in referring to that 
resolution as emanating from this office. Equally gratuitous is Mr. Cohen’s 
reference to a private correspondence which took place between him and our- 


selves. We are notin the least sorry, however, that Mr. Cohen has referred to 


this correspondence, because he shows quite clearly that as we were among the 
first to congratulate him upon his having attained the distinction of Rabbi, 
every sort of personal insinuation which he ventures is absurd. It is only 
fair, however, to say that the letters to which he refers were written under 
the very natural impression that Dr. Gaster had conferred the Diploma as 
one of the members of the examining Board of Jews’ College, and in connec- 
tion with that Institution. If Mr. Cohen cares to term our editorial oom- 
ment made when fully apprised of all tho facts in contradistinction to a 
private communication written currente calamo, a volte face, he but gives 
evidence of his incapacity to understand plain and simple language which is 
really the cause of his angry. and—msy we say so?—unseasonable letter. It 
is needless, we hope, to add that our action on the whole of this question was 
dictated solely in what we conceived to be the interests of the community 
without reference to the views of, and certainly without any influence being 
brought to bear by, persons outside this office.—EDITOR. | 


OBITUARY. 


DEATH OF A YIDDISH POET. 


~The death is announced from New York of Eliakim Zanser, the oldest and 
most popular Yiddish poet. | 

The name of the deceased, who was over eighty years of age, was a household 
word forreveral decades among the millions of Jews in Russia and elsewhere. Zuneer, 
commonly known as “ Eliakim Badchen,” was the poet of the masses rather than of 
the classes. There are very few Yiddish’speaking Jews who are not familiar with 
his compositions, many of which have been set to music, vocal and orchestral. 
There are at least 650 songs to his credit, some of which he has himself rendered 
into Hebrew. | 

The Badchen—Wedding Bard—is gradually becoming a thing of the past in 
Jewish life. But there was a time when no important wedding was celebrated 
without a Bard. Eliakim Zunser eclipsed all others in the office. He introduced 
into it new and refined methods, and brought genuine poetic quality to the verses 
which he addressed to the bride and bridegroom in the course of the wedding 
ceremony. His reputation grew quickly, and he at one time made a considerable 
income through his services, which were eagerly sought after throughout Russia. 
He was paid as much as 200 roubles for an engagement. Real talent was the 
reacon of his success. He could draw streams of tears from the wedding guests in 
one stanza, and in the next could introduce a burleeque line, which convalsed them 
with laughter. 
Born in Wilna, of poor parents, Zanser was apprenticed to a weaver of lace at 
the age of six. He picked up his Hebrew education while at work. He worked 
for six years and is said to have agreed to receive twenty roubles as his total wage. 
Bat the master refused to pay and Zunser left him as well as his native town. He 
wandered about many towns, worked during the day and studied at night. 

He afterwards went to Bobruisk where he obtained a position as Hebrew 
teacher in the family of an innkeeper. The latter, to avoid paying him the 
appointed sum, reported him toa Government official, and young Zunser was taken 
to serve in the army at the age of thirteen. In the barracks his muse revealed 
itself and he commenced to compose poems and songs. When he was released 
from service and went back to Wilna some of his compositions were circulated in 
written copies. Songs in Yiddish were then comparatively new. They caught the 

Jewish public taste and Zunser became a most popular poet. In 1871 the poet, 
having lost his wife and four children through the cholera, left Wilna and lived 
in Minsk. In 1889 he finally settled in New York, where he carried on 4 

i ffice. 
acer coal an ardent Jewish nationalist and gave expression to his national- 
istic sentiments in most of his songs. In his longer poems Zanser, as was the 
custom of the age, endeavours to show that his panegyric of everything Jewish is 
the result not merely of love but has a reasonable basis. He argues, philosopbises 
and contrasts the difference of the Jewish people from all other peoples. . The 
Pyramids,” in which he dwells on the immortality of the Jewish people, “The 
Railway or Mail Van,” which contrasts joy and sorrow, hope and despair, and 
“Die Socbe,” wherein he sings the glory of mother earth, are some of his most 
popular songs. The “ Nineteenth Century” is another notable poem full of 
protests against the so-called civilising and nationalising of the Jewish masses by 
the leaders of the Haskalah movement.

CONSECRATION BY THE CHIEF RABBI. 


ELOQUENT ADDRESS. 


On Sunday, the Brixton Synagogue, a temporary building in Effra Road, was — 
consecrated by the Chief Rabbi. A large congregation of members and visitors 
assembled at the handsome building, which isa temporary structure intended to 
last until the Brixton congregation can support a more pretentious place of 
worship. 

Before the Seforim were brought into the Synagogue, a memorial tablet was 
unveiled by Mr. Samuel Segar, and a gold key was presented to Mr. Richard 


Sonnenthal, Chairman of the Building Committee of the United Synagogue, who 
formally opened the building. 


A precession was then formed headed by the Chief Rabbi and the Rev. A. 
Mishcon, and the Scrolls were carried into the Synagogue. Those who bore 
scrolls for the seven circuits were Dayan Chaikin, Dayan Feldman,- Messrs. 
Victor Herrman (Chairman); 8. Valentine and A. Gellman (Wardens) ; A. H. 
Jessel, K.C., Felix A. Davis, and Leonard B. Franklin. During the circuits 
psalms were sung by the choir of the Great Synagogue under Mr. 8. Alman, and 
accompanied on the organ (gratuitously) by Mr. W. Wasserzug. The musical 
selections included a composition (Halleluyah) by Mr. Wasserzug, which was 


composed, and first played by him, for the coasecration of the North London 
Synagogue just forty years ago. |

“SERMON. 


In the course of his remarks he said that like come gigantic mountain that 
lifted its awful form high into the sky and carried a world upon its shoulders, 
enabling those that dwelt on it to peer aloft into the blue secrets of heaven, and 
at the same time, affcrded them a view unparalleled of the valleys beneath—thus 
stood Rosh Hashanah at the beginning of the Jewish year. Under the shadow of 
that mountain cf God they had come to consecrate that youngest constituent 
synagogue of the United Synagogue.

children from dropping out of the ranks. They needed a synagogue and agchool in 


displaying their loyalty in the years to come to everything that was high and holy in 
life. Even to those whocould remain faithful far from asynagogue, who could main- 
tain Judaism in their homes and in their children’s hearts, even these needed a 
fortress to give them strength to resist the constant wearing down of lofty 
purposes, to widen their horizon far beyond the borders of mortality. It would 
keep within them the sense of the God-like nature of man and in their brief 


words: “ Let not the wise man boast in his wisdom ; let not the strong man boast 
in his strength, but let him that boasteth boast that he knoweth and under- 
standeth Ged.” The second principal teaching of Rosh Hashanah was prayer and 
the second most important function of a synsgogue was to be a house of prayer. 
Our teachers told us that the morning prayer was established by our father 
Abraham, the afternoon prayer was instituted as the twilight gathered by Isaac, 


and the evening prayer when darkness fell by Jacob. A great many Jews

They recited the night prayer—when trouble came, when grief or death invaded 
their homes. Even the laxest of them observed the Shiva and recited the Kaddish. 
Others only knew the Mincha prayer when the twilight gathered about their life. 
But he hoped that that synagogue would teach those that worshipped in it to 
recite the prayer by day in the noon-day of their prosperity, in the morning-dawn 
of their success. He did not despair of any eection of his people. There was a 
story told that in the days of cld, when the world was still young, a spark from 
Heaven fell into the ocean and this spark accounted for the restlessness of the sea. 
It was this spark of divine fire that caused the ocean to roar and never to be calm 
and silent. Could they not with much greater truth declare that in the early 
morning of Jewish history, at the very beginning of the Jewish people a spark of 
divine fire had entered the Jewish breast, and this spark was the occasion of the 
ebb and tide of motion of the Jewish soul which was never at reat. That divine 
spark could never be extinguished and it was the duty of their preachers and 
teachers to fan that spark into a flame, into a great light which would illumine

Speaking on 
the various aspects of Jewish idealism, the preacher said that whilst he staunchly 

regarded synagogue attendance asa matter of supreme importance to the uplifting of 
Judaism, it was the deed NV" upon which their welfare so largely depended. 
Their forefathers had invariably demonstrated their feelings and affection towards 
their religion by the repeated self-sacrifices that had been made when persecutions 
and intolerable restrictions had surrounded them. The Torah had always been a 
means of encouragement, beckoning them on to victory; and it was to the 
Torah that Jadaism owed its survival, or, rather, existence. What, however, was 
the present-day attitude of Jews to the Torah? Did they cherish and believe in 
it as did their fathers of yore. He need only to remind them of the present-day atti- 
tude of Jewish parents towards the religious education of their children when the latter 
reached the age of fourteen, to show the great amount of indifference that existed. 
Jewish idealism, said Dr. Jung in his concluding observations, must find its way 
into the Jewish soul. There must be more “ Jewishness” about our everyday 
life. If they would only carry out the teachings of the Bible all the year 
round, they could well flock to the consecration of a newly-erected synagogue, 
participate in the rejoicing, and present themselves before God at the Throne of 


Mercy asking for forgiveness, and physical strength to make life a pleasure and 
above all, a real blessing. |

only too often prevails even in German schools. But the representatives of the 
great Jewish organisations in Germany maintained that the existence of Jewish 
Communal Free Schools would only contribute to create a new kind of Jewish 
Ghetto, and to separate the Jews from the Gentiles. They therefore rejected such 
a policy. While conferences of Jewish teachers in Garmany always adopt resolu- 
tions in favour of Jewish Communal Free Schools, the leading Jewish organisa- 
tions adopt resolutions in a contrary sense. The embitterment on both sides 
grows from day to day, and the German Jewish Press is full of attacks and 
counter-attacks on one or the other party. Some day, however, the whole problem 
of Jewish education will be solved in the right direction, no matter what many 


half-Christianised Jews in Berlin may think of a Jewish schocl. As matters in — 


Germany now stand the religious school is getting the upper hand, and the Jews 
will have to abandon their present policy which is built up on a dead principle. 


FOREIGN JEWS IN RUSSIA. 
Ministerial Decision. 


[From our Correspondent.) 


Sometime ago I reported the fact that the Russian Ministry was at a loss 


how to deal with a number of foreign Jews who had settled in the Empire, mostiy in 
the frontier districts. The Ministry desired to deport them to their former coun- 
tries, but the respective foreign Governments were unwilling to receive them as 
their subjects as they did not possess any documents showing to which land they 
belonged. The Senate, having advised the Ministry to refer the question to the 
Duma, the Ministry has just decided to request Parliament to allow the Jews in 
question to remain in Russia. At the same time, however, strict orders have 
ie issued to the police not to permit these new Jewish immigrants to stay in 
ussia. 


RUMANIA AND THE JEWS. 
The King no longer an anti-Semite. 


Much comment has been aroused by the article in the semi-official Ramanian 
organ, the Adeverul, in defence of the Jews against anti-Semitic attacks. The 
organ affirmed that there was no truth in the statement that the Jews exploited 
the Christians, as the Jews themselves were poor. In Rumania, anti-Semitism 
was on the decrease, and the King himself had changed the anti-Semitic views he 
held in his younger days. 

A Warsaw paper announces that the Haham, Dr. Gaster, while on a visit to 
his native country, has been received in audience by the King and Queen of 
Rumania, and that in the course of a long conversation, the Jewish problem was 
referred to. 


Strong anti-Semitic Agitation. 


On the other hand it is reported the Rumanian anti-Semitic campaigo has 
assumed enormous proportions. Oar enemies are spreading pamphlets in which 
they even accuse the Jews of introducing cholera into the country. 


A telegram to Bucharest from New York states that the Committee of the 
Union for the Emancipation of the Jews has asked the two Houses of Parliament 
to open branches of the Union, to help to organise a congress of the signatories 
to the Berlin Treaty to protest against Ramania’s treatmentof the Jews.

RUSSIAN POLITICS AND JEWS. 
The Premier's Continued Opposition to the Ultra-Chauvinists. 
[From our Correspondent. }

Within the last fortnight they have again made a great 
onslaught on the Premier and the Octobrist party, urging them to join the ultra- 
Chauvinist group and commit themselves to a policy of narrow Nationalist views 
for the alleged benefit of Orthodox Russia, at the expense of the non-Orthodox 
citizens of the Empire. The Premier, however, categorically refused to comply 
with their wishes, and announced that he placed the economic development of 
Russia above all other considerations. During his stay at Kieff, in connec- 
tion with the unveiling of the Stolypin monument, he attended a Nationalist 
gathering, but on the strict understanding that no attacks were to be 
made in his presence on any of the nationalities in Russia. Need- 
less to add, the Ooctobrists, who always know in which direction the wind 
blows, are also holding aloof from the Nationalist nets. Our enemies, however, » 
cannot tolerate even such a moderate Conservative as the Premier, and in their 
desire to get rid of him they last week issued a report that he would soon be 
succeeded by the leader of the Right in the Cabinet, the Minister of Agriculture, 
M. Krivoshein (whose department is strongly urging the Rassification of commerce. 
scheme). It is extremely doubifal, however, whether the Court will agree to play 
into the hands of the extreme parties and dismiss the more moderate M. Kokovtzeff 
for the sake of installing M. Krivoshein, who is greatly disliked and whose appear- 
ance at the head of the Cabinet would increase the ranks of the Extreme Left. 
“GOING TO ZION TO STUDY.” . 


The Curator of Odessa, M. Smolianoff, is gaining the notoriety formerly 
monopolised by the retired Prefect of the city, General Tolmatcheff. His latest 
decision is to the effect that if Jews want to study, they must goto Zion. As for 
the schools entrusted to his care, he determined to release them from the Jewish 
‘‘voke,” as all Jews were “swindlers who ought to be treated with suspicion.” 
This digcovery he last week announced to a Jewish banker (Kobilansky) who asked 
him to recognise a birth certificate of his son wh.csh was issued at Dresden and 
omitted to record the religion of the boy. M. Kobilansky assured him that his 
son was a Jew, but the Curator refused to accept his declaration ‘ because Jews 
could not be trusted,’ and a certificate without a statement as to religion was 
invalid. By means of such quibbling he effectively blockaded the way for the 
‘Jewish lad to enter a gymnasium. 

No doubt M. Smolianoff would rejoice to hear of the enthusiasm of the Warsaw 
Jewish students for the Jerusalem University Schemes. They are organising con- 
certs in aid of the fund, and they hops that their action will be copied in other 
cities, too, despite the complaint of the Nov Vosclod to the effect that the 
University is necessary in the centre of the diaspora where the Jews now reside, 
and not in so remote a place as Jerusalem. | 

PRO-JEWISH PETITIONS. 


The Council of the Exchanges has requested the Ministry of Commerce to 
introduce & Bill into the Duma, granting to Jewish brokers the domicile privileges 
possessed by Jewish merchants. 

The Moscow Technical Institute has petitioned the Ministry to admit, 
irrespective of the percentage norm, the Jew, Maskileisohn, who had greatly 
distinguished himself at the.examination.

NEW ALMSHOUSES IN ELBERFELD. — 
Practical Help from Christians. 
(From our Correspondent.] 


BERLIN. 


The consecration of the new Jewish Almshouses at Elberfeld, which took 
place on Tuesday week and at which the Burgomaster, as well as many dignitaries 
of the municipality, the Government. and the Protestant Clergy were present, 
developed into significant demonstration of the good feeling existing among the 
inbabitants of the city. The municipal dignitaries and the representatives of the 
Protestant Clergy took the opportunity of expressing their admiration of their 
‘Jewish countrymen, and of the great charitable institutions founded by the Jews 
in the Fatherland. Rabbi Dr. Norden, who delivered the sermon, mentioned that 
not only Jews, but a number of Christians also, had contributed to the funds of 
the new institution, and pointed out the significance of this fact. It very often 
happens that Jews contribute to Christian charitable institutions, but it rarely 
happens that Christians act likewise in respect to Jewish institutions. After the 
religious ceremony in the Synagugue, which was of an edifying character, the 
representatives of the institution, headed by Rabbi Dr. Norden, invited their 
Christian guests to a luncheon at the institution. The representatives of the 
Government and of the Municipality spoke in high terms of the fine architectural 
features of the building and of the excellent provision made for the comfort of the 
inmates. The local Press commented at length on the event, and expressed the 
hope that the present good relations between Jews and Gentiles would continue to 
prevail in the city to the advantage of both creeds.

An Anti-Conversionist Move at the Hague. 
[From a Correspondent. | 


For some years past the missionaries have been very active among the Jews 
in the Hague. A number of leading ocoreligionists in that city have, however, 
effectively minimised their mischievous campaign—thongh actual conversion is 
very rare—by the establishment early tbis year of the “Te Huis.” This institu. 
tion is situated in the Paviljoens Gracht—the street in which Spinoza 
lived for some years—and offers all the accommodation of a home minus pro- 
vision for sleeping. There isa commodious room in which a goodly number of the 
poorer class congregate daily and where they can read newspapers and periodicals 
and books, secular and religious. Here also they play chess, draughts, and dominoes, 
but cards are taboo, and any person detected playing for money is debarred from 
ever entering the place again. Lectures on religious and popular subjects, 
delivered during the winter months especially, invariably attract good audiences. 
Nor is the inner man overlooked, for refreshments are served at prices which are 
within the reach of the very poorest. Young women in particular are welcomed, 
for they are subjected to a danger even greater that that of falling into the bands 
of the destroyers of souls. The “Te Huis” paysa rent of £50 a year to the owner 
of the property—a prominent member of the community—but this amount he 
‘returns as a donation towards meeting the expenses. In Heer I. van Rijs, the 
institution has a sympathetic director, who has won the regard of the habitués. © 


A Rumanian Minister Plenipotentiary on the Jewish Question. 


[From our Correspondent. } 


BUDAPEST. 

Oar Jewish organ, the Fyyenliseg, bas interviewed M. George Maurocordato, 
the Ramanian Minister in Vienna. Premising that he knew but little of the 
“delicate ” question affecting the Jews in his country, he admitted that it would 
be the duty of Parliament to settle the Naturalisation Question. The agreement 
with Bulgaria respecting Silistria is causing anxiety to the Rumanian Govern- 
ment in so far as it affects the rights of the new subjects, having regard to the 
situation created when the Dobrudja was ceded to Ramania. “It is probable,” 
continued the Minister, “that we will adopt new principles in governing our new 
territory. Very likely we shall regard it as a separate part of the country, and 
enact special laws for its government. Such a oourse is necessary, first of all 
because we must grant more rights to the Jews in that territory, and secondly 
because universal suffrage, which is not yet in existence in Rumania proper, has 
hitherto been in foroe in Silistria.” 


‘The Jews in Yemen. 


Farther reports of the cruelties of the Imam towards the Yemen Jews have 
come to hand. The anti-Semites continue to denounce Jews to the Imam for 
alleged trading in intoxicating drinks, and the Imam administers prompt punish- 
ment without investigating the charges. Innocsnt Jews are frequently arrested, 
whilst no punishment is dealt out to the miscreants who subject the Jewish pupils 
of the Talmud Torah to constant molestation.

THE ALIENS ACT. 


At a meeting of the London Appeal Board on Monday, two Italian waiters, 
aged 19 and 18 years, were refused permission to cettle in this country. Smart 
and well-dressed, they told the Board that they came from Berlin, and having 
learned German and French wished to study English. They had no promise of 
employment, but gave as reference the rame of a head waiter in a Soho 
restaurant. 

The immigration officer said the labour market was glutted with waiters. His 
inquiries showed that waiters were coming up from the seaside places to London, 
which was ‘‘ overrun’’ with them. The head waiter referred to told him that 90 
per cent. of the foreign waiters coming here were ‘‘ no good.” 

The Chairman: I am surprised at that. Foreign waiters as a rule cut our 
men out. 

Only one out of four applications to land was granted—that of a smartly 
dressed and merry-tongued Russian seamstress. Her age was given as thirty, but 
she admitted one more year. She had £4 193. 6d. in her possession, and for the 
last cighteen months had lived with her parents at Rotterdam. ‘“ We lived in a 
quiet part,” she exclaimed in Yiddish, “and I found it too lonely living with my 

arents.” | 
: The Chairman: She thinks she would be more lively in London because it is 
a bigger place. (Laughter.) 


An aunt promised to look after the young woman and get her work, and the 
Board allowed her to remain. 


ALIENS ACT MAL-ADMINISTRATION. 


To THE EDITOR.—From Mr. N. 8. BURSTEIN, 135, Albany Road, Cardiff. . 


StkR,—From its very inception I have frequently raised my feeble voice in 
the Jewish and general Press against the obnoxious Aliens Act. I cannot therefore 
refrain from giving expression of the admiration of Mr. Joseph Prag’s humane 
letter on the above subject in the JEWISH CHRONICLE. The contents of Mr. 


Prag’s letter and the publication of the new regulations for emigrants to South 
Africa really and truly cut the heart-strings of every lover of liberty and freedom. 
It makes one exclaim: When will this juggling with human beings cease? But, 
alas! it makes one shudder to think that, in spite of our boasted civilisation, we 
are seemingly only at the very beginning of the juggling. Man’s struggle for 
existence, his humane feelings and his anxious soul are evidently losing all con- 
sideration, even in the most enlightened countries, and, like a purposeless waif, 
man is cruelly sent floating down on the tide of bazardous circumstances. My 
heart bleeds at the very thought of it! After giving us his wide experience of the 
unscrupulous administration of the Aliens Act, Mr. Prag goes on to say that 
‘this question is most serious for our people. We ought to fight it by every means 
in our power. . .’ And so we ought. But where are the courageous Jews 
to open and lead a combat for such a worthy cause ? | 

The Jewish Members of Parliament are to us like men of straw; they have lost 
their individuality, and their tlimsy argument is that their respective constituencies 
interest them most. But how can they be true to others if they are not true to 
themselves? Even the Passports ()uestion, which touches them directly, does not 
seem to trouble their minds in the least. 

Dr. Isaac Husik, of Illinois, once said: “The courage of personality, the 
pride of individuality, the feeling that one should cherish what one has inherited 
to enrich one’s own personality and thus to contribute to the culture and civilisa- 
tion of one’s time and country—were wanting in the American Jew.” With how 
much more force can these words be applied to the modern English Jew ? 

‘One law shall be to him that is homeborn, and unto the stranger that 
sojourns among you” was the order of Moses in the name of the Eternal. Tor 
centuries England has practised this law of equal rights to the “stranger within 
thy gates,” and, alas, what a sad spectacle it is to see England’s attempt to uproot 
this most sublime humanitarian law at the very beginning of the twentieth 
century. Darkness seems to cover the land of the free, and the man in the street 
does not know the cause of it! Israel was the originator of the law regarding — 
equal rights to the stranger, and it is he who must do all in his power to agitate 
for the upholding of this law. The Aliens Act, which isa distinct obstacle to 
‘progress and the happiness of humanity, must be repealed. 

It has been well said that ‘‘ there cannot be a more glorious object in creation 
than a human being, replete with benevolence, meditating in what manner he 
might render himself most acceptable to his Creator by doing most good to His 
creatures.” Let these words be an encouragement to Mr. Joseph Prag in his 
splendid work. The duty of Jewish brotherhood is after all innate in the Jewish 
heart. Some of us are trying to smother it. But as we are at the threshold of 
our incoming year, I will express my fervent hope and prayer that Israel may 
keep bis sublime principles, and that he may continue to try to overcome all his 


vicissitudes with courage and bravery.

Amongst the hundreds of Australasians who assembled at Earl’s Court the other 
week, and who were addressed by Sir George Reid, I noticed quite a sprinkling of 
prosperous looking coreligionists. Judging from the fervour with which they joined 
in the chorus of “ Land of Hope and Glory,” it seemed that they regarded them- 
selves as thorough-going Colonials. But I could not help smiling at their hilarious 
appreciation of the High Commissioner's reference to Scotsmen “ who had absorbed 
all that was worth absorbing in England—and elsewhere.” The funny part was 
that the majority of Jewish visitors were themselves of Scottish origin, so that the 
laugh was entirely on their side. Can one imagine a more formidable business 
antagonist than a Scotsman and a Jew? May my Scottish friends forgive this 
gratuitous reference to their acumen ! oe 


The odd glove stall in ‘the Lane,” where patient folk of an economical turn 
of mind try their ’prentice hand at “ matching,” has been immortalised at the 
Royal Photographic Society. Lecturing on the well-known Sunday market, Mr. A. H. 
Blake, M.A., placed the odd glove industry in the category of queer trades, seeing 
that it was impossible to purchase at the stall in question any but single gloves. 
Why there should be so many odd gloves for disposal puzzled the lecturer, as it 
has puzzled other people. He was told in all seriousness that “ there were s0 many 
people who had only one hand”! Mr. Blake’s informant must surely have been 
joking. Odd gloves are lost every moment of the day in London, tram, train, and 
’bus contributing to the harvest, and the Sunday market is their clearing-house. 


Any amount of pleasure, not to mention fan, is to be derived from watching 
the eagerness to match some glove of excellent quality. Patiently, would-be pur- 
chasers sift the stock-in-trade from top to bottom, but ne’er a hand does the Jewish 
stall-holder lend in the search. Whence he obtains supplies, the extent of his 
profits, and other cognate data are not easily available. That the odd glove stall 
should flourish when passable pairs are obtainable at “six-three,” is yet another 
conundrum. Bat the “Lane” can furnish many such. Verily itis a street of 
surprises. 

Mr. Blake has gone to the trouble of taking down the patter of the Jewish 
hucksters verbatim et literatim, and the results—he has been kind enough to lend 
me the typoscript—are laughable in the extreme. He introduces us to “the Parse 
King,” whose stall is decorated with a coloured chart of the animals from which 
his purses and reticules are made :— 

“The big seal (Says the vendor) isan anima! that is caught in the Pacific Ocean, and 
if the Pacific Ocean isn’t to be guaranteed genuine, then what is? This purse is made 
of Sealskin, and it is lined with what has come off the Camel, which explains why the 
Camel’s got the hump. | 

After the descriptive matter, follows the human note. And find me a Sunday 
crowd in “the Lane” to which the human note does not appeal. This is the 
kind of thing that cajoles the shillings from all and sundry : — 7 | 

I guarantee, boys, when you give that (a reticule) to your old woman, she'll be in 


her glaw-ry—and so shall I when I get your shilling. Only a shilling now! If your old |. 


woman ain’t worth a shilling—(here the salesman is interrupted by a purchaser)— 
there's man what loves his wife. 


And so on, and so forth. 


Right through “the Lane” Mr. Blake pilots us, reproducing the patter of the 
quinine man, the hair-tonic man, and the retailer of ‘‘ Lloyd George's babies ”— 
Georgie and Christabel. The china dealer is a host in himself. ‘‘ Threepence each!” 
he exclaims, “why its merely the price of the bag. You cando anything witk this 
china except wash it.” . Some of us are so inured to this kind of thing that it has 
possibly lost its attraction. But to the stranger its infinite variety is all-compelling. 
Mr. Blake deserves a decoration for emulating Henry Mayhew, and noting these 
pearls of wisdom for the benefit of posterity. . | 


’ That fine old institution, the Beth Holim, looks quite young in its new guise. 
It is a changed Beth Holim that would meet the eye of Hananel Abendapa to-day, 
with all the sentimental associations swept clean out of it. Sentiment and hygiene 
never could get on well together. It would be instructive to know what the old 
people think of it all. Theirs isthe good fortune to be re-housed in the old locality, 
an advantage that-was not vouchsafed to the inmates of the Home in Stepney 
Green. Long after the Home for Aged Jews was transferred to Wandsworth a few 
of the male inmates drifted Sunday after Sunday to the familiar old spot, which 
seemed to them far more precious than Wandsworth, with all its sylvan joys.

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NEW RABBI FOR THE MACHZIKE HADASS. 


RABBI WERNER’S PROBABLE SUCCESSOR. 


Rabbi Hirsch Oppenheim of Kelm (Russia) arrived in London on Monday. He 
will remain here for some time, at least till after the holy days. 

The Rabbi’s visit is the result of negotiations with the Machziké Hadass 
congregation, which is seeking a successor to the late Rabbi Werner. ; The 
congregation has had considerable difficulty in getting into touch with a prominent 
Rabbi suitable for the position. They at last succeeded in obtaining several candi- 
dates for the post, the present visitor being the most distinguished among them. No 
decision has so far been arrived at, as both the congregation and the candidate 
desire to become thoroughly acquainted with each other before definite arrange- 
ments are concluded. 


Rabbi Oppenheim, who is a notable figare in Rabbinical circles in Russia, is a 
distinguished Talmudist. He became Rabbi of Tsitivian at the early age of seven- 
teen, and soon after succeeded the late Rabbi L. Gordon of Tels (who died in 
London a few years ago) in the position of Rabbi of Kelm, a town renowned for its 
Rabbis. Rabbi Oppenheim was one of the founders of the Tels Yeshiveh—one of 
the greatest Talmudic colleges in Russia. Curiously enough, he was for a short 
time a pupil of the late Rabbi Werner, whose vacant position he will probably fill.

After the addresses of the local dele- 
gates, Dr. Daiches was asked to address the gathering, and on rising to speak he 
was given a most cordial reception. The audience listened with deep attention as 
Dr. Daiches explained the unique importance of the Eleventh Congress, and he 
was frequently applauded. At the close of the meeting it was annouaced that 
from October lst the Hamburg-Altona Zionist Society would publish its own 
weekly journal. 


JEWISH HOOLIGANS: AN AMERICAN VIEW. 
To THE EDITOR.—From Mr. ALBERT LUCAS, New York. 


SIR,—In your issue of August 29th, you oall attention to the “ Jewish 
Hooligans,” some of whom have been brought before a magistrate as a result of 
their misbehaviour in Hyde Park. We have had a similar experience in Greater 
New York, where for several weeks during this summer Prospect Park in Brooklyn 
has been the scene of the identical nuisance, and by the same sort of undesirable 
characters. 

You find the presence of these young hooligans “strange, when we recollect 
the splendid moral agencies which are working in the community with so much 
public spirit.” I venture to send you an extract from a paper I read at the recent 
Convention of the Union of Orthodox Jewish Congregations of America, and believe 
that in this country at all events the cause of the evil is as I have stated, and ita 
ultimate cure the one that I suggest. Iam not conversant with the “ Jewishness” 
of the London “ Lads’ Clabs, Lads’ Brigade, and the Athletic Association” from 
the leaders of which you request the expression of their views and the offer of some 
guidance upon this problem. ButI am able to speak with some authority upon 
the conditions in New York. Here we have some colossal institutions—in size— 
whose Jewish influence is, if not absolutely nil, at least of such negligible positive 
pro-Jewish influence, as almost to warrant my describing them as being “ un- 
Jewish.” We have had “ leaders” of New York Jewry, urging the claims of their 
pet institution upon the charitably disposed, upon the ground that the institution 
wee saeco and that its chief aim was to Americanise those who partook of its 

nefits. 

| Shaitels have been replaced by the marcel wave! Kaftans have been replaced 
by hired dress suits! Kashruth has gone by the board, and “ Jewish” banquets 
have oysters as their first course! Instead of a race of men and women trained to 
place their faith first and everything else afterwards, we have raised a generation of 
hooligans who are only aping their betters. In order that a few Jews should be 
able to demand admission to the most expensive hotels, we have levelled up our 
Jewish proletariat, at least in outward appearance. In doing this they have 
broken loose from their moral moori | 

If we in America, and perhaps you in England, want to exterminate the 


Jewish hooligans, we must bring back Jewishness into the agencies which are 
working in the community. | ee 


The following is the extract referred to by our correspondent in his letter :-— 


“T contend that the need of the hour is the maintenance of a large number of what 
I have called “ Jewish Centres.” I do not believe that these Centres need be large build- 
ings, neither that they need be equipped with all the paraphernalia of an athletic club 
house, a public school, theatre and a synagogue, several of which we have in New York. 
To aim at all these excellent things is merely to defeat the sibility of obtaining the 
prime necessity of my plan, which is to have a number of places spread throughout 
the districts where our people dwell. Where the children, and not less than the children, 
the young men and women, can go during their leisure hours and find their recreation 
in an atmosphere that is pro-Jewish. It is not my purpose to attack even the anti- 
Jewish missionary settlements, so far as they offer to our youths the opportunity for 
recreation in better surroundings than is provided by the pool room, or the dance hall, 
or the streets, but the Jewish community of New York is renegade in so far 
as it has neglected to provide ‘a pro-Jewish atmosphere for the leisnre hours 
of our boys and girls. tly I have been gratified to find that some of the 
lesser lights among our leaders have discovered that through the non-Jewish if not 
anti-Jewish attitude of some of our institutions they have, through this very atti- 
tude, failed in their purpose. They have failed, because experience has shown that they 
have not exercised any holding-power over those that took advantage of them during 
their youth. When the boys and girls, who themselves had been taught that the restrain- 
ing influence of Judaism might be abandoned, so long as they conformed to the require- 
ments of what they considered culture or Americanism—when these boys and girls grew 
up and became themselves fathers and mothers of the present generation, they found 
that the leaders of the last generation had deprived them of a priceless something, that 
they had deprived them of what through the whole history of our people has proved to 
be our only hope, our only safeguard; that thew had wed them of their Fatth. That 
they had lost. t of prayer and the delight of observance. They had acquired 
‘culture.’ They tried to assimilate themselves with the people of alien faith. Th 
found that they were as little welcome throngh their agnosticism, in the camp of thelr 
alien neighbours, as they were unable to content themselves among their own people. |

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FRIENDLY SOCIETIES. 
INCREASED ACTIVITY. 


| Marked changes are being effected in the Jewish Friendly Societies—changes 
which must prove welcome at the Chief Registry in Abingdon Street. There it 
was felt (though not officially stated) that Jews had too many Societies. Indeed, 


this was recognised in every Jewish centre. The last five or six years have wit- | 


nessed a change. Fewer societies are being registered, and many societies long 
established are becoming branches of the Orders. Thus, while independent 
societies grow less in number, the Orders increase their branches. Several Orders 
increase their membership in this manner only. There is hardly a Jewish Order 
which has not incorporated several societies. In nearly all cases the benefits of 
such amalgamations are mutual. Last year was the most fruitful in this directicn. 
The Order Achei Brith and Shield of Abraham and the Grand Order of Israel 
incorporated the largest number. Other Orders added to their strength in due 
proportion. A feature in connection with the absorption of the small societies is 
the readiness of several Orders to accept dividing societies as branches. What 
measure of success will attend the merging of two different classes of societies as 
branches of one Order the brief experience gained cannot show. Thé experiment 
is being watched with considerable interest. 


The Grand Order of Israel. 


The latest society to become a branch of the Grand Order of Israel is 
the “Pride of Israel Friendly Society,” consisting of 150 members, and having 
funds amounting to £559. At their meeting on August 24th, they resolved to 
become a Branch of this Order; On Sunday, September 21st, the Society was 
consecrated, and the members were initiated. The ceremony was attended by the 
Grand Vice-Master, Bro.

THE PROPOSED JEWISH HOSPITAL. 


To THE EDITOR.—From Mr. MICHAEL SAUNDERS, 102, Petherton Road, N. 


SIR,—Noticing the activity of the supporters of the above-named movement over 
the week-end, may I ask if the erection of a Jewish Hospital is really essential for 
our needs, and if we are pursaing a wise course by erecting such an Institution ? 
The fact goes without contradiction that at all the existing Hospitals Jews 
receive precisely the same care and attention as that meted out to members of 
any other denomination, and I go further in saying that most of them even go out 
of their way (which incidentally must cause them much trouble and additional 
expense) in order to be able to cater for the particular needs of their Jewish 
patients. If, I ask, such special and adequate facilities are at our disposal already, 
surely there is no need to burden the community with an additional annual heavy 
expenditure. Has it not occurred to the movers in this direction that the 
erection of a Jewish Hospital would entail no small loss in the annual subscrip- 
tions now given by Jews to hospitals (which already cater for our needs) in order, as 
it were, to “ n charity at home”? Surely, the clearly evidenced 
thoughtfulness and kind hospitality on the part of the Hospitals does not merit 
this action on our part, which I can only characterise as being very unappre- 
ciative. I could name many more urgent and further-reaching causes to which 
this additional money could be applied.

BRITISH MUSIC EXHIBITION. 


ANOTHER NOTEWORTHY JEWISH SUCCESS. 


To the musical successes gained by our youthful voreligionists (and mentioned 
in our last issue) at the British Music Exhibition at Olympia, must be added still 
another, that by Adolph Hallis, who gained the coveted first prize for piano play- 
ing in the Second Class.. The prize takes the form of a Grand Pianoforte (by 
Chappell and Co., Ltd.), valued at 100 guineas, and a certificate, and was com- 
peted for by those between the ages of li and 18. Since bis stay in this country, 
Hallis has made remarkable progress as a musician, and those who can speak 
authoritatively hold out a very promisipg future for him. Hallis, it will be 
remembered, is holder of the £450 Cape University Scholarship for music, and 
now studies at the Royal Academy of Music under Mr. Beringer. Hallis is only 
seventeen, and at the beginning of the year matriculated at the London University. 
He is the son of Mr. and Mrs. Hallis, of Port Elizabeth. 

In addition to those mentioned last week we find that in the third class for 
pianoforte playing, Master P. A. Levy won the second prize (gold medal and 
certificate) and Miss G. Cohen the third prize (silver medal and certificate). 


CONCERT ITEMS. 


Judging from the immense audience assembled at ()ueen’s Hall yesterday 
week, the announcement of a first performance of Debussy’s new work, “ Iberia,” 
a second set of images for orchestra, had aroused no little public attention. The 
three movements, entitled ‘ By Streets and Roads, ** Perfumes of the Night,” and 
“The Morning of a Feast Day,” are clever examples of ingenious scoring, but the 
sights and sounds depicted are vague, and there isa lack of sequence in phrasing 
that leaves much of the meaning to be gathered from the programme. The third 
movement was perhaps the best sustained ; a fair impression’ being created of a 
bustling holiday crowd amidst the sounds and sights of a village street. Another 
work, almost a novelty, was the pianoforte Concerto in C sharp minor of Rimsky- 
Korsakoff, in which the solo part was played with artistic facility and expressive 
tone by Miss Eleanor Spencer. Miss Esta d’Argo’s song from Verdi’s opera 
“Force of Destiny,” formed a good contrast by its unfamiliarity to the Prize Song 
from “ Der Meistersinger ” (Wagner), finely rendered by Mr. Hardy Williamson. 

On Sunday afternoon the Russian Choir under the direction of M. Sirokin, 
made its first appearance in London—at the Palladium. The choir, which 
met with an enthusiastic reception, includes among other talented members, 
Dubin, the young Rassian tenor, of whom mention was made in these columns 
some months ago. Mr. Dubin’s performance on Sunday amply justified the 
prophecies we then made concerning him. He sang at his best as soloist to the 
choir, but he also did extremely good work in Puccini's ‘‘ E’lucevan le Stelle ” 
(which he sang by desire) and the famous “‘On with the Motley,” from I Pagliacci, 
which formed an encore to the above. Miss Alga Byall acquitted herself very 
praiseworthily in the difficult Clochettes song from Lakine, while Vieri d’Orte, 
from Puccini’s “ Tosca” was decidedly well sung by Mile. Demzi. M. Jos Kosky 
is @ brilliant young violinist and Mr. Edward Kirch, his youthfal accompanist, 
very ably assisted him. The choir, that has its origin undoubtedly in the great 
success with which the choir in the Russian Opera season at Drury Lane met, 
promises to achieve just such another triumph. The Pot Pourri of Russian folk 
songs was one of the best items of an extremely interesting programme, but that 
which delighted us most of all was the song given as an encore, in which a young boy 
sang the solo part, and which had a curious characteristic swing about it. 

The concert-lovers who take the musical art seriously are probably looking 
forward to the individual recitals which begin next week, but the general public 
are still content with the Promenade Concerts, and exceptional brilliance has been 
attached to the programmes of the week. Once again, British novelties have 
occupied a prominent place. On Tuesday week, the initial performance was given 
of two orchestral sketches by Arnold Bax, entitled “ Pensive Twilight,” and “ The 

Dance of the Wild Irravel.” Both works are essentially modern in character, 
and of the two, the “ Dance of Irravel,” the gipsy girl, is by far the best advance 
on previous works of this composer, both technically and in perception of dramatic 

effect. A very hearty reception was also accorded Mr. Frank Bridge, who con- 
ducted his orchestral Suite, ‘The Sea.” This is almost as great a novelty, for it 

bas not been heard since its first production last year. The four movements 
contain excellent material and workmanship, but while undoubtedly revealing a 
fine sense of atmosphere, the themes are diffuse and inclined to be undaly 
prolonged. Miss Amy Evans secured well-deserved applause by her artistic 
singing of the recitative from Tohaikowsky’s “Joan of Aro,” and Mr. Murray 
Davey, & newoomer, created a favourable impression by his rendering of an Aria 
from “ Don Giovanni ” (Mozart). 

Interest was lent to Wednesday's concert by the introduction of Busoni’s new 
violin concerto in D major, in which the solo parts were played by Mr. Arthur 
Catterall, with fine executive skill and purity of tone. The rest of the programme 
was devoted to familiar works of Wagner, Mendelssohn, and Brahms. The 
vocalists, Miss de Forrest and Mr. Wilson Thornton, sang finely. 

There was a distinctly modern atmosphere in the programme of Thursday, 
whi h comprised the works of Walford Davies, Granville Bantock, Percy Pitt, and 
Balfour Gardiner, while Maurice Ravel, Richard Strauss and Gabriel Pierne 
represented the foreign school. The novelty was a set of “ Valses Nobles et 
Sentimentales,” by Maurice Ravel, a composer whose work has become noted here 
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disappointing, the tempo of the waltz rhythm hardly lending itself to the com 

poser’s style of expression ; but where he preferred to rely on melodic rather than 
technical effects, as in the case of one or two of the valses “ sentimentales,” some 
rather effective results were obtained. Other items of an attractive programme 
included a charming work for Harp and Orchestra by Gabriel Pierne, the solo 
parts being admirably rendered by Mr. Alfred Kastner; a repetition of Balfour 
Gardiner’s popular “Shepherd Fennuel’s Dance” and “Till Eulenspiegel,” of 
Strauss. Miss Phyllis Lett and Mr. Murray Gardiner were the soloists ; the 
former sang the ‘“ Sappho” songs of Granville Bantock with artistic charm. 

Mr. Charles Fry will give a musical recital at the Steinway Hall on Tuesday 
evening, the 21st inst. The Recital will be prefaced by a few remarks on the 
association of music with speech, and its use by various composers.
